WILLIAM A, PINKERTON DENIES THE 
PICKPOCKET YARN. 


Returns from His Western Trip in 
Good Season to Read a Fabulous Re! 
pert of a Pickpocket’s Experience 
with Him During. the Colorado 
City’s Parade—He Brands the Story 
as False and Declares He Made No 
Charges Whatever to the Police. 


Wtn William A. Pinkerton returned 
from Denyer yesterday morning and read 
a story wired from the Colorado town that he 
had been robbed of $250 by pickpockets while 
there he was displeased. There is nothing 
strange in a man getting angry at being 
robbed of such a sum, but Mr. Pinkerton was 
displeased, even though he had not been 
robbed. The notion that the head of the 
National Detective agency could be ap- 
proached by a common pickpocket without 
receiving an electric shock is regarded as 
next to heresy in police circles. At all 
events, Mr. Pinkerton denies emphatically 
that he was robbed during the parade in 
Denver last Wednesday. 

As soon as he had recovered from the men- 
tal shock occasioned by reading the Denver 
story Mr. Pinkerton dictated a letter asking 
for the correction of the mistaken impres- 
sion that he had a personal grievance against 
any living thied, 

“IT was robbed by nobody, and I never ac- 
cused anybody of robbing me,” he said, 
“and I defy anyhody to bring forward the 
man who will state the contrary. The story 
has no foundation whatever.” 

The story was published in the Denver 
Republican and was sent to Chicago and 
published in good faith as a matter of news. 
But| Mr. Pinkerton does not like it, espe- 
cially since it is not true, and in deference 
to his professional pride and position, as well 
as in the interest of fairness, this statement 
is published to set him right.

“DAYTON SAM” IS CAUGHT. 


Man Who Robbed Joseph Rippan of 
$1,200 in a Chicago Car Taken 
in Denver. 


Samuel Straehier, one of the three men 
who robbed Joseph Rippan of the Cicero 
Gas company of $1,200 on an Archer avenue 
car at noon on Sept. 30, and who the next 
day slipped through the fingers of Police 
Captain Homer by giving a straw bail bond, 
was érrested yesterday at his home in Den- 
ver. The detectives who captured him acted 
under directions sent by Detective “‘ Sandy ”’ 
Hanly of the Central Station. 

Chief Kipley was sincerely pleased when 
he learned of the original arrest of Straehler, 
who is known to the authorities in many 
cities under the alias of ‘‘ Dayton Sant,”’ and 
his anger was great when, on sending two 
of his ‘* plain clothes *’ men to bring the rob- 
ber to headquarters, lie found that the pris- 
oner had been released on $2,000 bail. De- 
tectives from every station were notified to 
look for him, but no clew was found until 
last night, when a telegram was received 
announcing his capture in Denver, at his 
home, 1779 South Pearl street, while he was 
feeding chickens, by Detectives Leydon and 
Carbery, who locked him up in the city jail. 

To his Denver friends “ Dayton Sam ”’ was 
known as a car-tracer, who was obliged to 
be on the road frequently for weeks at a 
time.

Surprise All Around.

They 
were there in the streets in such despair 
that they found lack of strength and courage 
to Ifft up to cry for aid; but unasked by them 
from East and West and South bountiful 
supplies of everything were poured in upon 
us until, taking courage from our friends, the 
energy of old Chicago returned, and on the 
burned out foundations of the past we built 
up the great city that we havetoday. We 
now appear to the South with thanks for 
what they gave us then. We are here to 
tell you that in all things Chicago is a grate- 
ful city. Four years ago, to give thanks for 
the way in which we had extricated oyr- 
selves from adversities, Chicago celebrated 
at the World’s Fair Chicagoday., We asked 
the world to come and celebrate with us. 
The South heard our message, accepted our 
invitation, and thousands upon thousands 
from Southern soil were with us, and hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of thousands were with- 
in the gates of the beautiful White City. 


Truth Sounds Like Brag. 

“We realize what we owe to the South 
for what Chicagois. You know Chicago has 
the reputation of being a boastful city; 
wherever you go you hear it said! ‘ A Chi- 
cago- man can hardly hear thé namé of his 
city mentioned without beginning to brag.’ 

* But... would like to say one thing to you, 
and that is this: that for a Chicago man to 
tell the truth about Chicago sounds like 
braggadocio to the outside world; what Chi- 
cago is today to some extent, of course, is 
due to what Chicagoans of the past were, 
the character of men who are in. Chicago, 
the people who came to Chicago@gfrom the 
East; they also came from the South. If 
you would look over a register of our great 
politicians, of our great business-men, of 
our great professional men, and of our great 
Judges you would find that many of them, 
if they were not orn on Southern soil, like 
Judge Tuthill, learned their law on Southern 
soil. What Chicago is today is due to the 
West and to the great Mississippi Valley. 
Next year, when the call comes from Ne- 
braska, we hope to go there and thank that 
State for what it did fornusin the past. This

Autumn may 
turn quickly the leaves of our forests and 
winter may lock our streams and cover our 
fields with frost and snow, yet in our hearts 
there is enternal spring toward you. We 
are of you. We are yours; we glory in your 
successes, are proud of your achievements, 
and here today we gladly join with you in 
the song of thanksgiving that we are truly 
one country, one people, with one flag.”

“I cannot believe that any effort made to

“T am a firm believer in practical civil 
service, and,:while it is possible that some 
modifications might well be made in the 
present federal civil service, I do not think 
there is any likelihood of a radical change 
being made by either of the great parties. 
I sincerely hope civil service will remain, 
and believe that the great majority of the 
people of both political parties will resent 
any action toward its overthrow. 

“Tt am inclined to look upon.this report as 
a mere rumor, and venture’ fo assert that 
if such an effort is being ma e, when it be- 
comes known the people generally will not 
approve of it. My short experience in the 
Chicago Postoffice has made me a firmer 
supporter of civil service than I éver was 
before my advent to the office; and I believ

EVENTS OF 1871 RECALLED. 


The clouds of smoke which rolled over the 
city twenty-six years ago were replaced 
yesterday by the dull gray clouds that nature 
had set as the canopy for Chicago's celebra- 
tion of its defiance to fate and elements, and 
the men who saw the memorable day in 
1871 and their children and those who have 
been attracted to the city which they have 
built since that time, surged through the 
flag-bedecked streets and’made a holiday.

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FIRE HERO ON CHICAGO DAY. 
Pipeman Patrick Sweeney Saves Mrs. 
Adolph Christian’s. Baby from 

Suffocation. Be 


Chicago day, 1807, had few fires to record, 
but one developed a modest hero in Pipeman 
Patrick Sweeney of Engine Company 65. 
He rushed into a burning bullding in the aft- 
ernoon at 2050 Thirty-eighth street and res- 
cued an infant which lay asleep in its cradle. 
The child was carried to a window and 
placed in the arms of Policéman Michael 
McCabe of the Brighton Park Police Sta- 
tion. Then, before Sweeney could reach the 
open air, he was overcome by smoke. He 
fell unconscious inside the window and was 
carried from the building to a drug store by 
other firemen. Sweeney soon revived and 
wae able to return to the company’s quar- 

ers. 

The fire was in a frame cottage at the num- 
ber mentioned, owned and occupied by 
Adolph Christian and his family. While 
Mrs. Christian was preparing the noonday 
meal fire broke out under a stairway and 
soon spread to the woodwork in the kitchen. 
An alarm was given and when the depart- 
ment arrived the entire structure was ablaze. 

Mrs. Christian was in the front yard shout- 
ing for some on. to save her child. Sweeney 
was the first to heed the woman's appeal. 
He broke the glass from a window and then, 
by standing upon. Policeman McCabe's 
shoulders, was able to enter the house. 
After groping about in the smoke a moment 
Sweeney found the infant lying in its cradle. 
The child suffered some from the effects of 
the smoke and was cared for by its mother 
and neighbors. The building was destroyed.

I was 
foreman of the engine company now known 
as No. 14. 

“R. A. Williams was Chief of the depart- 
ment in those days. The fire had just 
crossed the river, and we were battling 
against great odds to keep it from gaining 
headway on the North Side. During the 
great fire I was on duty from 9 o'clock the 
Sunday night the fire started until late on 
Tuesday afternoon without rest. When I 
went home on Tuesday I was so exhausted 
I 'was unable to keep my eyes open. My 
engine-house was then at the Chicago ave- 
nue bridge. 

‘The department is more than five times as 
large now as it was then, and we had less 
than one-half the territory to cover. In 
those days the department had sixteen en- 
gines, four hook and ladder companies, and 
160 men. Today we have eighty-three en- 
gines, four fireboats; twenty-six hook and 
ladded companies, and 1,100 men. 

TT would like to seé the number of men 
in the department increased. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Chicago has one of the best 

juipped fire departments in the country, 
there is always room forimprovement. The 
territory to be covered is so large that we 
could make good use of several more engine 
companies.”’ 

Chief Swenie served as a member of the 
-old Volunteer Fire department half a cen- 
t ago, and was Chief when 
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its celebration of the day, which elsewhere 
might be called the day of its ruin. 

In’ Chicago Oct. 9 is a day selected as typ- 
ical of the modern Chicago. The fire itself 
is lost sight of; the flames and the smoke 
were butincidents, The idea of Chicago day

In the new Public Library Building there 
was a more sedate gathering of. the city’s 
prominent people, gathered to formally ded- 
jeate the imposing temple to literature and 
education that has been reared out of the 
chaos of twenty-six years ago. 

In the Auditorium gathered another throng 
to banquet with the Marquette club and 
listen to the oratory of the distinguished 
men who sat around the board with them as 
they praised Chicago and tts achievements. 

The offices of the city and county were 
closed, and many of the large offices of pri- 
vate corporations, besides those that usually 
close on Saturday afternoon. The retail 
stores remained open, but outside these 
there was little business transacted. 


Many Go to Nashville. 


Something of the celebrations of past 
years was missing because of the absence in 
Nashville of so many of the prominent men 
who have been the making of past celebra- 
tions of the day.

SWEETMEATS AID IN THE RESOUE 
OF MISS CISNEROS. 
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| | 

New York Journal Representatives 
Claim Credit for the Liberation of 
the Ouban Girl Who Has’ Been So 
Long in Prison—By Means of Cov- 
federates They Drug the Guards 
and the Rest of the Work Is 
Easily Done. ¥

Havana, via Key West, Fia.. Oct. 9.— 
[Copyright, 1887, by W. R. Hearst.}--Evan- 
gelina Cosio y Cisneros is at liberty. 

The New York Journal finding that all 
other methods were unavailing decided to 
secure her liberation through force, and 
this, as the sbecially selected commissioner 
of the Journal, I have succeeded in doing. 

Evangelina Cisneros has escaped from the 
jail thought by every one to be absolutely 
impregnable. 

A plot has been hatched right in the heart 
of Havana, a desperate plot, as shown by 
the revolver found on the roof of the house 
through which the escape was enacted, and 
as the result of this plot, put into effect 
under the very nose of Spanish guards. 
Evangelina is free. 

How was it done? These are qpestions 
asked tonight by the frequentera of the 
cafés, small bodegas, boticas, and barberas 
throughout the city where the Habaneros 
congregate. 


How It Was Done. | 

No one knows where Evangelina; is now; 
no one can know. To the story of the es- 
cape, and briefly, I came here thrée weeks 
ago, having been told to go to Cuba and 
rescue from her prison Miss Cisneros, the 
niece of the former President of the Cuban 
republic, a tenderly reared girl, descended 
from one of the .best families in the island, 
and herself a martyr to a beast In aiSpanish 
uniform. I arrived in Cienfuegos late in Sep- 
tember, telegraphed to a known and tried 
man in Santiago de Cuba to meet me in 
Havana, and then went to Santa Clara, 
where I picked up a second man, known to 
be as gritty as Sahara, and then proceeded 
to Havana. Here I remained in almost ab- 
solute concealment, so as to avoid the spies 
that dog one’s steps wherever one may go 
and make impossible any clever work of this 
kind. ‘Both the men who accompanied me, 
Joseph Hernandon and Harrison Mallory, 
pursued thé same course and remained quiet 
until all plans had been completed. | 

The fact that Miss Cisneros was incom- 
municado' made the attempt seem at first 
beyond the possibility of success,’ but we 
finally, through Hernandon, who was born 
on the island and speaks Spanish like a 
native, succeded in sending a note to her 
through an old negress who called upon one 
of her friends in the prison. 

A. Ceuten got this note through two hands 
to Miss Cisneros, and three Cetitens later 
got to her a package of drugged sweets. 
Having established communication with her 
we began work without losing a day. 


How the Plans Were Laid 


A daylight attempt was considered and 
plans were made to get Miss Cisneros to 
the barred door opening into a small court 
just off the main entrance. This scheme 
would probably have worked but for the 
fact that Miss Cisneros was incomniunicado 

As it appeared at this time absolutely im- 
possible to either get into the jail ourselves 
or to get Miss Cisneros out, it was consid-- 
ered to have become a case of “‘untar los 
Manos,’ and a sturdy attempt was made 
to reach some of the guards or keepers with 
bribes, but nothing was effected. Finally, 
when it appeared as if the only possible way 
to secure the escape of the beautiful Cuban 
would be to dynamite a part of the building, 
a note was smuggled in to her ag a last re- 
sort, asking if she could make any sugses- 
tion that could help us. | 

In answer she sent the following message, 
in Spanish, of course; 

“ My plan is the following: To eseape by 
the roof ee aid of a rope, ndi 


$0 as to set to sleep my 
>» best way to use it is’ in’ 
I can also set to sleep the vi 
of you come and stand at ft 
ighted cigar will be the signal of 
which I may have to delay, anda 
white handkerchief will be the agreed signal 
by which|I cah safely descend.

This plan after encountering many set- 
backs and difficulties we finally carried out. 
The idea of eating through an iron bar, how- 
ever, was dismissed, and we concluded to cut 
the bars of the window so as to permit her 
to crawl through. In this manner was the 
beautiful Cuban girl restored to liberty. 

The rest of the story has already been told.

which have preserved the walls of St. Sophia 
since the days of Justinian. It has been 
built for today and for a hundred years, and 
will stand as a monument of the public spirit 
of our citizens long after the growth of this 
library shall overflow its ample walls. 

President Hatch took occasion here to 
commend the devotion and services of Bern- 
hard Moos, Librarian F. H. Hild, Secretary 
W. B.. Wickersham, and Superintendent 
Nicholas E. Wydert, and then turned to the 
educational side of the iibrary in these 
words:

‘A great library affords the opportunity 
of investigation and research to the students 
in every department of utility and taste. It 
knows no limitation of age or sex. A great 
library, free to all the people, is therefore 
the natural supplement to any system of 
public instruction.”’ 


DR. EMIL G. HIRSCH SPEAKS. 


He Outlines How Liter Needs Have 
Been Met in the Chicago Pub- 
lic Library. 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch was then introdtced as 
the orator of the occasion. He said in part: 

“There is scarce a home in this million 
hearted city, whatever the dialect in which 
the ditty is sung over the cradle iT rocks, 
whatever the tongue in which protection is 
invoked from the God it worships, whcther 
humble be its furnishings or luxurious its 
draperies, but rejoices with us tonight that 
the library's days of wandering in the desert 
are over, that it has at last crossed the 
Jordan and entered upon a new career in the 
land of larger promise. The scores of thou- 
sands that a few weeks ago inspected this 
edifice and admired its classic proportions, 
its chaste and suggestive decorations, and 
were impressed with the perfection of its 
appointments, were not moved to pay the 
visit by sheer idle curiosity. They were of 
the large number of our citizens who, as 
the record of our circulation amply demon- 
strates, have learned to prize this collection 
of books as their own treasure, more pre- 
cious and helpful than which they reckon 
none of their privileges. Their presence 
here, as is yours tonight, was a telling testi- 
‘mony to the efficiency with which the li- 
brary under less favorable circumstances 
has discharged its trust; and if this hour 
has a meaning and speaks a message it 
certainly gives the assurance that now that 
opportunities have increased, the service 
rendered to individual and community alike 
will be proportionately enlarged. 

**It was Carlyle who complained that all 
the villages in his surroundings had jails 
for the care of the vicious, while none hada 
public library. His antithesis seems to pofnt 
the familiar thought that books are mighty 
weapons wherewith to fight the battle 
against vice and crime. It is, alas, too true 
that of jails and penitentiaries there is an 
indispensable abundance in this land, but 
the reproach is to no one less applicable than 
to us that the failure to provide opportuni- 
ties for reading has been the fatal cause of 
populating our penal institutions. 


Knew How to Face the Problem. 


** Chicago was not in doubt when facing 
the problem how to rob the greedy fire of its 
triumph that among the agencies making for 
her regeneration must be foremost the steady 
power of books. The generous donors in 
England found a ready understanding of the 
suggestion which their gifts carried. The 
Young People’s union has prepared the way, 
and native and foreign born citizens whose 
names the annals of the library are proud 
to cherish vied with each other to devise 
means and ways whereby to bring to joyful 
fruitage the seed sown midst the tares of 
disaster. To the men who first sponsored 
the enterprise the community is under heavy 
obligations. The signal success of the li- 
brary, the enviable position it has won for 
itself among the kindred institutions of the 
land, if not of Europe, is.largely due to their 
wise forethought and the catholicity of their 
sympathies. 

“In point of equipment to supply the 
scholars’ needs the British Museum, the 
National Library at Paris, the Royal Li- 
brary at Berlin, or the Vatican, and Har- 
vard’s, and a score of others take precedence 
of ours. But howhere in Europe or America 
is there one that has been organized and 
carried on on a more comprehensive basis 
and with a clearer apprehension of its du- 
ties and opportunities as a public library 
than our own. 

‘‘ Chicago will soon be known as the City 
of Libraries. The Newberry, and the Crerar, 
and the University, younger lights in this 
four-starred constellation, have defined the 
orbits in’ which they wouid revolve. But 
when the agreement was drawn up looking 
to the proper adjustment of the relations be- 
tween these institutions cOnsecrated to the 
collecting of books it was found that the 
Public Library had all along’ cultivated a

Can such an ex- 
cursion through the avenues of research on 
man, such a pilgrimage to the cathedrals 
that shelter the intellectual and moral 
legacies of Shakspeare and Hugo, of Goethe 
and Racine, of Virgil and Homer, and the 
other great and good be without profit? 
Even a limited. stay with these treasures 
must event in refining the sense of our 
humanity; it cannot but widen the scope of 
our sympathies, and thus repress the 
tendencies to narrow tolerance and put 
under embargo the assertions of prejudice. 
Value of the Novel. 

“In this connection it may be well to an- 
swer one doubt which has cften found pro- 
testing utterance. Fiction is the one de- 
partment which exercises the greatest at- 
traction. As a people's college shoul] a 
public library not discourage this appetite 
rather than pander to it? Undoubtedly the 
number of worthless novels is legion. But 
these were not given the freedom of the 
household. A still larger proportion of fic- 
tion's children are, while free from vicious 
suggestions, of a temperament that is by 
no means edifying.. While this must be ad- 
mitted, and also the proposition of those 
must be accepted who contend that even a 
public library shall do its utmost not mere- 
ly to satisfy an existing craving for certain 
lines of reading, but to stimulate the desire 
for better—nay, for the best literature— 
their conclusion that every book. must be 
excluded which moves with a lighter step 
or ts not busy with the weighty problems 
that bother and baffle the philosophers, is 
certainly indefensible. Even those whose 
oimbition does not: push beyond the reason- 
aboie curiosity to know the heroes and 
heroines of the novel of average workman- 
ship cannot be ignored. Good pedagogics 
suxgest even that by meeting the taste of 
the readers for more pastime half way, and 
without attempting to act the censorious 
cisciplinarian, the library will, by making 
this class feel at home under its roof, at- 
tract them toward its nobler treasures. 

‘* That in books written for the young the 
element of romance and adventure is dom- 
inant will arouse dissent on the part of 
him alone who is blind to the hints thrown 
out so abundantly by the records of our 
race’s development Story and song of hero- 
ic valor and marvelous happenings always 
in every naticn constitutes the first chap- 
ter of its Iiterature. When the human fam- 
ily was still in its childhood and subse- 
quently when the different tribal or naticnal 
groups into which it separated were still 
confined to the nursery, no other speech 
was theirs save that which had accents 
for the wonderful, the mysterious. Mythol- 
oxy has everywhere been the ante-room 
to literature’s palace. Genesis and Odysea, 
Veda and Edda, incorporating the thought 
cf times when men were children, sanctiry 
the fairy tale and canonize the daring of 
him who courts and conquers unknown dan- 
gers. Sentiment and enthusiasm are the 
prerogatives of youth. To feed their glow, 
not to quénch it, among its young patrons 
has been the solicitude of our well-appoint- 
ed department of juveniles, which, I do not 
ecruple to say, is the gem of our vast col- 
lection. 

Dreamland Has No Heavy Hours. 

“ But adults as well require the refreshing 
breezes that blow from the table lands of 
imagination, ife has enough of heavy 
hours. Dreamland has them not. A visit 
to the region which poets have explored 
cannot fail to lift burdens off the mind. 
The Roman Caesars knew it to be good policy 
to keep their capital’s mercurial populace 
well amused. A free people needs the in- 
vigoration of healthy recreation as much as 
did a slave people the lulling opiate of the 
circus and the inebriation of the gladiatorial 
arena. 

“A people that extracts amusement even 
from reading meaningless novels is guarded 
against falling into traps otherwise but too 
easily sprung. Virtue and healthy laughter 
are not antipodal. The despotism of 
straight-laced, vinegar-faced moral pessim- 
ism will, by sheer recoil, evoke the irritated 
assertion of baser passions. The sensual 
instincts’ will, under artificial repression, 
break out all the more vulgarly. A people 
that would not be allowed to read novels on 
the score that fiction is dangerous to moral- 
ity will develop idiosyncrasies and hypocri- 
sies frightful to contemplate. The novel has 
a place by the side of the Bible. 

Loyalty to the Flag. 

“That to inculcate loyalty to the flag 
should be the other of the library's anxie- 
ties, is not open to to dispute. Ours has min- 
istered zealously at the altar of patriotism, 
It has aimed‘to be of help to the voter, 
thoughtful of his responsibilities in these 
days of perplexing social and economic prob- 
lems. In other lands they dread the spread 
of knowledge of and the interest in these 
questions among what they call the masses, 
and they doubt their ability to understand 
them. They have wondered in other coun- 
tries at our audacity, and prophesied disaster 
unless we changed out habit, and no longer 
submitted points in economics and finance 
to the arbitrament of the ballot. We can 
safely risk the experiment which elsewhere 
would invite catastrophe. For we rely on 
our public libraries. The last Presidential

Hot Shot for George and Low. 

General Benjamin F. Tracy opened his 
Mayoralty campaign at Cooper Union to- 
night. Senator Joseph B. Foraker was the 
star speaker of the evening. 

Foraker said Henry George represented 
Bryanism and the most vicious features of 
the Chicago platform., He attacked Seth 
Low, saying: 

‘Mr. Low claims there is no politics in 

this campaign and claims there should not 
be. 
‘Well, now, my fellow-cifizens, it would 
be very easy indeed to persuade me that 
Mr. Low himself has no politics. I remem- 
ber when I came to the City of New York 
t@ speak in that great Presidential cam- 
paign of 1884. Mr. Low was then Mayor of 
the City of Brooklyn, elected as a Repub- 
lican. There was a great tide of Cleveland- 
ism setting in against that most brillinat 
genius in modern American statesmanship— 
James G. Blaine. [Great applatise.] 

“Mr. Low was in a situation to do his 
party, and, as we thought, his country, much 
good, but not a hand did he raise nor a voice 
to help us stem that tide. [Cries of 
“ Traitor.’’] In 1888 I remember Mr. Low 
wrote a letter formally resigning his mem- 
bership in the Republican party because of 
the protective tariff plank on which Ben- 
jamin Harrison was elected. 

“In 1892 I am not altogether positive 
about him—I understand he claims he was a 
passive Republican. [Laughter.] In 1806 
he helped us in ‘the great victory of that year 


by putting McKinley in the White House, ¢ 


[Applause.] But he did it with the reserva- 
tion that he was a free-trader still, and he is 
a free-trader now. [Applause and cries of 
* Right.’’] 

“You have a fourth candidate whom I 
have already mentioned, General Benjamin 
F. Tracy.” [Great applause and three 
cheers. } 


Cheers for General Tracy. 


Senator Foraker eulogized General Tracy 
as a Republican, soldier, and public man, 
and continued: “ General Tracy’s election 
as Mayor of New York will be hailed with 
joy all over the United States by Republic- 
ans. Coming in this way, this contest, no 
matter whether you measure it between him 
and Mr. Low or between him and Judge Van 
Wyck, or between him and Henry George, 
it is a contest between Bryanism on one side 
and Republicanism on the other, and it is 
because there is a contest between Bryan- 
ism and Republicanism that the people of the 
whole United States are in suspense, anx- 
lously awaiting the verdict you are to ren- 
der on the second day of November.”’ 

General Tracy was then introduced. As 
he rose from his seat and walked toward the 
speakers’ table cheer after cheer welled up 
from the audience. The more enthusiastic 
spectators jumped from their seats and 
waved canes and hats and stamped and 
yelled. The General was pal¢@’as he bowed 
his acknowledgments to the cheering audi- 
ence. Just as he was about to proceed Chair- 
man Mitchell handed him a huge bunch of 
red roses, tied with red, white, and blue rib- 
bons. The cheering was renewed with in- 
creased vigor. 

There were no striking passages in Gen- 
eral Tracy’s speech, It was a straightfor- 
ward appeal to support the Republican 
ticket on partisan grounds and because the 
Republican party stood for the best goverii- 
ment. He devoted considerable of his speech 
to showing that the Low movement was in- 
sincere and would not accomplish what its 
leaders declared it would. He said on the 
charge of partisanship that it was folly to 
say a political party which could be trusted 
with the affairs of the éntire nation was not 
competent to rule a single city.

London, Oct. 9.—Bankers are not inclined 
to take bills freely, in view of the prob- 
ability of further shipments to New York 
and the expectation of an early rise in the 
bank rate. 

The American line steamer Paris, which 
sailed from Southampton for New York to- 
day, had on board §3,026,000 in gold con- 
signed to different New York houses, 

It is stated that the price of eagles will be 
raised in the event of further heavy with- 
drawals of gold, although the Bank of Eng- 
eo has profited handsomely by the recent 
sales, 

The Statist, writing on thé gold movement, 
says today: “The ability of the United 
States to take money from this couritry in 
payment for their produce and the market 
conditions make it appear certain that 
gold will be sent. London will, however, 
have to bear only a portion of the demand, 
in view of French purchases of American 
grain. A considerable amount of gold is 
now held in Paris which will be available 
for shipment to the United States. As yet 
American exchange does not make gold 
shipments profitable as an exchange opera- 
tion, but’at the same time there is rio loss.

PLAGUE HITS GALVESTON. 


Eight Prostrations Reported in 
the Texas Metropolis, 


RECORD AT OTHER PUINTS 


Galveston, Tex., Oct. 9.—D#. Gu 
ports tonight that he has ‘loveshon alee 
cases of yellow fever in Galv 
city,is in a panic. ae 

Dr. West, a member of the eston 
Board of Health, agrees with ae 
and says he has two well-defined Cases of 
yellow fever now under treatment. Despite 
the assurances of Dr, Guiteras that there 
is no need for alarm or excitement or ne- 
cessity of leaving the city, a perfect hegira 
has set in, and every regular train leaving 
the city tonight ts packed with people fleeing 
from the disease, and special trains are in 
demand. The general officers of the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fé railway, with their 
families, clerks, and other employés, left at 
9 o’clock tonight for Cleburne, where they 
will locate and operate untfl the acare is over 
and the disease subsides. This is more of a 
precautionary measure than anything else, 
as the general officers wished to be located 
so they could operate the northern end of 
their line in case Galveston is bottled up. 


Entire City Excited. 

Intense excitement prevails, and harsh 
expressions are used against Dr. Guite 
who has simply done his duty, and confirmeé 
a belief that there has been fever prevalent | 
here. Dr. Swearingen, State Health Officer, 
has been wired, and is expeeted in tonight, 
and will, with Dr. Guiteras and local physi. 
clans, make a thorough investigation of the 
eight cases and others of an acute character, 

Galveston, however, expects to be bottled 
up by quarantine inside of the next twenty. 
four hours, and every one who is able to get 
away is leaving. The wires are being kept 
hot advising absent ones to remain away un- 
til the danger is over. 

Houston early tonight quarantined against 
Galveston, and it is expected that train 
service on all lines will be blocked by quar- 
antine to interior points by morning. Dr. 
Guiteras will go to Houston, if possible, to- 
morrow to investigate several cases of i/l- 
ness there, and will return tomorrow night; 
He reiterates that there is no cause -for 
alarm. 


Record at NWew Orleans.

The retiring secretary’s report refers to 
the fact that Illinois sent the largest dele- 
gation of any State in the union to the Inter- 
national convention recently held in San 
Francisco, and shows that during the year 
there has been a net gain of 283 new societies 
in Illinois.

“Two years ago there was founded by 
the New York City union a tithe-giver’s 
league called the ‘Tenth Legion.’ Last 
winter this was adopted by the Chicago 
City union, and finally it was made a de- 
partment of the united society. Any person 
giving one-tetith of his income to Chris- 
tian work, who will send his name for en- 
roliment, receives a certificate of mem- 
bership.

It was a current report 
among the enlisted men at Fort Sheridan 
last night that Hammond for refusing to 
go to work had been sentenced to fourteen 
days in solitary confinement on bread and 


water. 
Taken to the Hospital. 

When Hammond had been replaced in his 
cell, and had been alloweé a breathing spell 
for a few moments, he asked to be taken to 
the hospital. He was taken there and was 
examined by the post surgeon, who said that 
his injuries were not severe enough to neces- 
sitate his becoming an inmate, and then the 
prisoner was taken back to the guardhouse. 

The men at the post talk of getting some 
one of ‘prominence in civil life to go to the 
General commanding the Department of the 
Missouri and insist that this case of Prisoner 
Hammond be looked into thoroughly and 
WiItnhouL prejudice, wna ihat pullsissCNt ve 
meted out wherever it is deserved. The 
probabiHties are that some such course will 
be taken. 


Officers Cannot Be Seen. 

Colonel Hall, commanding officer at Fort 
Sheridan. and Lieutenant Colonel Bain- 
bridge, before whom Prisoner Hammond 
was brought, left the post after this occur- 
rence to attend a reception in Chicago, and 
could not ‘be seen at the garrison. 

Captain Leonard A. Lovering, under whose 
orders Prisoner Hammond was dragged 
through Fort Sheridan post yesterday, is a 
graduate of the United States . Military 
Academy of West Point of the class of 1876. 
He is medium height and has a heavy blonde, 
drooping mustache, and the air of a man who 
will enforce obedience if he 6nce issues an 
order. 

Captain Acts Unmoved. 

Captain Lovering is a single man and cc- 
cupies apartments in the officers’ clubhc use. 
The officer apparently had not given much 
thought to the treatment of Hammond, for 
he talked of the affair afterward with 
nonchalance. When a reporter for THE 
TRIBUNB called upon him late last night the 
Captain was found engaged in preparing an 
opinion on the subject of *‘ Dese:tion.” Va- 
rious books were scattered about on his 
table, and the Captain otherwise gave evi- 
dence that he had been burning midnight cil. 

“OO, yes, that Hammond affair,”’ saii Cap- 
tain Lovering. 

Here the Captain waited for an interroga- 
tory 

- What was the trouble out here today?” 
was asked. “ There tas been some talk 
among the soldiers about the treatment of 
Hammond.” 

‘Nothing unusual,” said the Captain. 
* Hammond was a deserter and | had orders 
to bring him before the summary court for 
trial. AsI say, I was told to bring hiin, and 
I did it. He refused to come and I had a 
rope tied around his legs. That brought 


him.” 
Says It Is Not Unusual. 

‘Ts that not a rather unusual way to treat. 
a soldier?’’ 

‘*©, no; I don’t think there is anything 
particular about it. The orders were to 
bring the man, and I had to do it.”’ 

‘*Do you remember, in your army expe- 
rience, of a soldier being treated that way 
before?’’ 

** Yes,”’ in a decisive manner. 

* When and where?’ 

‘* Well, I can't remember just where. Now 
that I think of it, I do recall a somewhat 
similar case. Only on that occasion the 
rope was tied about the man's body instead 
of the feet. I believe it was out in Wyom- 
ing.” 

‘Could you have not braught the man in 
‘gome other way? Why not have ordered 
a couple of orderlies to take him by the 
arms and compel him to come?” 


Grasps His Chair Nervously. 

Here the Captain shock his head dubious- 
ly. He evidently was feeling the force of 
the interview keenly at this juncture, for he 
grasped the sides of his.chair nervously, 
though by strong effort he still retained his 
pleasant demeanor. The Captain evaded 
the direct question, 

* As I have said, I had orders to bring 
him.” 
* Was the man taken to the hospital? ”’ 

“No. He was pot hurt any, unless his 
back was somewhat skinned.”’ 

The Captain smiled troadly. 

“Did Hammond give himself up at the 
fort? 7 

* Really, I could not say.” 

‘How do you know he was 4 deserter? "”’

‘“‘Am I the commanding officer tonight?’ 
said the Major. “‘ Well, I did not know it. 
I knew Colenel Hall had gone to the city, 
but understood that Lieutenant Colonel 
Bainbridge was still in quarters. No, I do 
not see how you could reasonably gain ad- 
smittance to the guardhouse to see this man 
Hammond. The guardhouse is a place of 
punishment, and the prisoners are not al- 
lowed to see any one. I had not heard of 
the affair. If he was treated so, the man 
probably deserved it.’’ 


GEN. BROOKE IS INCREDULOUS.

Dartmouth’s. Eleven Gives 
‘Harvard a Hard Game. 


ONE TOUCHDOWN SCORED. 


Cambridge Men, However, Have 
a Field Goal and Safety. 


:| VISITORS’ MANY FUMBLES. 


Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 9.—[Special.)— 
Thirteen to nothing only tells the score of 
the Harvard-Dartmouth game. It was by 
far the most exciting contest seen on Sol- 
diers’ Field this yeat, and the 4,000 specta- 
tors ‘had opportunity to roar themselves 
hoarse. The scoring all came in the second 
half, when Harvard braced and, aided by 
the wind, outplayed her opponents. 

During the first half Harvard Was forced 
to take the defensive. The 500 Dartmouth 
“ grads’ occupied a section and, led by ex- 
Captain McCornack, of last year’s eleven, 
cheered every Dartmouth play. When Eqck- 
storm got through Burden, past the backs, 
and oply “ Subway’ Brown before him 
they went wild. 

But, exciting as the game was and as well 
contested as it was, Harvard did not play 
up to the first-class varsity standard. It 
was scarcely a class game. Fumbles were 
in evidence, and the Dartmouth backs could 
have made. use of clothes baskets to catch 
Haughton’s punts. Crolius, the clever ruah- 
er, was an especial offender. One muff 
forced Dartmouth into making the safety. 

If ever the wind was a factor in a game 
of football it was on this occasion. A slight 
gale blew up the field during the first half, 
and as Dartmouth topk the wind Harvard 
was at a disadvantage. The crimson lads 
would rush up the field by short gains, lose 
the ball on @ fumble, and then McAndrew 
would punt back, by which act Harvard lost 
from twenty to thirty yards. 

Dartmouth’s Punting Poor. 

This happened three times. Dartmouth, 
however, was unable to use the advartage 
to its greatest extent, as McAndrew is far 
from a star punter, and so a rushing game 
was played, punting only being resorted to 
when absolutely necessary. After Harvard 
got their wind, Percy Haughton was put to 
There was alwavs a gain on the 
exchange. ‘The Harvard line showed the 
effect of training for endurance. 

Dartmouth held it twice during the second 
half, but the tables were then reversed, and 
though Harvard had been about matched 
during the first twenty minutes, the second 
half found the crimson bulwarks in fine 
fettle and Dartmouth somewhat exhausted. 
Still Dartmouth had a strong line and 
Bouvé and Shaw were unable to open up any 
holes for’ Dibblee to go through. 

Harvard’s weak spot was at center, where 
most of the gains were made. The Harvard 
team work was weak; the men during the 
plays seemed to linger an intolerably long 
while. The mass plays were particularly 
slow. during the first half. 

The interference throughout the game was 
poorfand Walker, the clever left end, man- 
aged to break up whatever of it got started. 

On the Dartmouth side interfer@nce was 
searcely known at all. Crolius and Eck- 
storm depended upon Lowe and Rogers to 
open up holes, and if one was made they 
were sure to see it. Dartmouth was superi- 
or to Harvard back of the line. Crolius and 
Eckstorm eame to Cambridge to play the 
game of their lives, and nobody doubted that 


| as far as rushing is concerned they did it. 


Harvard’s Backs’ Poor Work. 


Neither Brown nor Haughton came any-~ 
where nedr them. Dibblee was a disap- 
pointment today. Haughton practically did 
nothing in bucking the line. Brown made a 
couple of fairly long runs. The fact is, a 
good part of Harvard's gains were made by 
Left Guard Bouvé and Right Tackle Don- 
ald. Neither of these can run with the ball, 
but both can buck the lige with tremendous 
force, and when Bouvé’s 220 pounds, pushed 
by Donald and four backs, came plunging 
onward Harvard made a gain every time. 

The Harvard backs found a great problem 
in the Dartmouth ends and soon gave them 
up. Rogers played a great game at center 
and Wentworth put a snap into the Dart- 
mouth play which Harvard lacked during 
the first half. 

The scoring was all done in the last half. 


+ Harvard got the ball.at the middle of the 


field five minutes after play. Cochrane gave 
the signal for a punt, and Percy Haughton 
sent the pigskin into Crolius’ arms.

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OHIO WESLEYAN PLAYS ANN ARBOR 
TO A STANDSTILL, . 


Neither Side Is Able to Push the Ball 
Over the Goal Line, the Wolverines 
Taking a Grace Too Late to Save 
the Day-—Yost, Formerly of Lafay- 
ette, Plays with the Visitors and 
Helps Them Materially — Hogg Is 
Chosen Captain. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—To- 
night Ann Arbor is not rejoicing, for this 
afternoon, in thirty minutes’ play, Michigan 
failed to score against a second-class foot- 
ball team. Two fifteen-minute halves were 
played with Ohio Wesleyan University, and 
at the close the score was 0to0. The fact 
that the varsity was considerably weak- 
ened by several substitutes will account in 
some dégree for the poor showing, and 
rough play on the part of the visitors and 
questionable decisions of the Ohio Seferee 
were largely responsible, but overconfidence 
on the part of Michigan was undoubtedly 
the greatest factor. 

The Delaware team ‘proved itself a great 
deal stronger than was expected, and in con- 
sequence the yarsity was quite unprepared. 
The visitors’ line in particular gave the var- 
sity men hard work, and in-the first half 
they found Day at left tackle an easy mark 
among the Michigan forwards. 

The varsity played its game for only about 
four minutes of the entire game. At the 
close of the last half the men finally awoke 
to the situation and took a decided brace, 
gaining .seventy-five yards by fast, short 
gains, without a single loss of the ball. 
Time was called with the ball on Ohio’s fif- 
teen-yard line, With ten seconds more of 
play the varsity would have scored, but the 
opportunity was lost, and Michigan had 
suffered the first football shut out in its 
history on Regents Field. 

Michigan opened the first half with the 
kickoff to Ohio's twenty-yard line. Here 
the visitors advanced about twenty-five 
yards, but lost the ball to Michigan on a 
fumble. The varsity then worked its way to 
its opponents’ thirty-yard line, but the 
leather changed hands again on a fumble. 

Welch made a pretty run of fifteen yards 
for the visitors, and Kepple added five more. 
Then the Delaware quarters ran with the 
ball, and it was given to Michigan in the 
center of the field. 

This was about the character of the play 
throughout the half. The playing was list- 
less, and characterized by frequent fumbleg, 

In the second half it was evident that a 
brace was needed, and Snow, Caley, vole 
Henry were put in to strengthen the line 
and full back positions. Their presence did 
help considerably, but the men did not fully 
realize the situation until too late. 

During the early part of the half the vis- 
itors made big gains through the varsity’s 
tackle and center men, and most of the 
time the ball was in Michigan territory. 

For almost all of the visitors’ gains in this 
half their coach, Yost, was responsible. 
Yost was tackle on last year’s Lafayette 
team, and his work today was magnificent.

Lowers’ His Best Time After the 
Eleventh Mile Is Passed. 


WELSHMAN IN FINE FORM. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 09.—Today was rec- 
ord-breaking day at the Willow Grove bicy- 
cle track in the trials by Jimmy 
Michael, the Welsh wheelmanh, for all reo- 
ords from one mile to one hour against time, 
paced. From eleven miles until he crossed 
the line gat thirty-two miles his time was 
faster than any other world’s records for 
the same distances, and from the twenty- 
sixth mile until he crosséd-the tape in the 
thinty-second .mile he excélled the Ameri- 
can competition records held by himself. 

It was announced by the track officials 
that ‘‘ Michael will try to beat Stock’s record 
for one hour of 82 miles 448 yafds.”"" This he 
did, making 32 miles 662 yards in the sixty 
minutes; but another record of 32 miles 1086 
yards made by Stock still stands. 

Michael was in the best of form, and 
demonstrated as ever his ability to hold the 
strongest kind of a pace. In all there were 
thirty-six pacemakers to urge the little fel- 
low along. They were composed of two 
sextet teams, two quintets, and four quads. 
The track was in splendid condition, and 
there was searcely a breath of air when 
Michael came out for his preliminary spins. 

After scoring several times the signal was 
given, and with one more lap to get up 
speed the time was caught just as Michael 
crossed. 

After the first mile he gradually rode 


floser to the world’s record, and in the tenth 


mile was seven and one-fifth seconds be- 
hind. In the next mile he began to break 
records. This he’ kept up wntil the nine- 
teenth mile, when he began overhauling his 
own records in the American competition 
elass, and when he passed the timers at the 
end of the twenty-sixth mile he was ahead 


. of his own time in the competition class and 


away ahead of Stock’s record against time. 
The little Welshman kept at it, and crossed 
the tape at the thirty-second mile in 59:20, 
making that mile in 1:57%. He then rode 
like mad to top Stock’s announced time, and 
when the pistol cracked at the sixty minutes 
he had ridden 82 miles 652 yards, beating the 
record he was trying for by 204 yards. After 
resting awhile Michael made an effort to 
lower his record of 1:36 for one mile, made 
pe Thursday, but could not do better than 


1:43%.

Queen Victoria’s Toryism. 

It has often been claimed for Queen Vic- 
toria that she fs the most tactful woman in 
Europe, and there is a good deal of truth in 
the contention. During her long reign she 
has made very few mistakes, and until this 
week no man outside of the inmost court 
circles could have declared with absolute 


certainty what her Majesty’s politics was. | 


The mistake she has now made consists in 
her permitting the publication of certain 
letters addressed by her to Lord Tennyson 
in an autobiography of the poet just pub- 
lished. These letters show the Queen to be 
& rabid Tory, passionately opposed in par- 
ticular to granting home rule to Ireland. 
The knowledge now gained throws a strong 
light on many hitherto obscure phases of 
British politics in the last generation, and 
incidentally they ought to increase the ad- 
miration of every lover of freedom for Mr. 
Gladstone, who, we now see, had to contend 
not only with warring factions, but with the 
strongest court influence and prejudices 
when he was fighting for justice to Ireland. 

“I cannot in this letter allude to politics,” 
wrote the Queen to the poet in 1886, * but I 
know what your feelings must be.”’ 

What Tennyson’s feelings were may be 
judged stom his reply to a suggestive little 
note, 

He wrote: “Since your Majesty touches 
upon the disastrous policy of the day, I may 
say that I wish I may be in my own grave, 
beyond sight and hearing, when an English 
army fires upon the loyalists of Ulster.”’ 

Those same loyalists were at that moment 
threatening to cut the throats of their 
Catholic fellow-countrymen, and were arm- 
ing to resist the home rule law which they 
feared the imperial Parliament was about 
to pass. The whole tenor of the corre- 
spondence now given to the world seems‘o 
justify the suspicion that the Queen had 
placed herself at the head of the anti-Irish 
fanatics in England and of the Orangemen 
in Ireland, and there can. be little doubt that 
to this fact was due the defection of some 
of Gladstone’s colleagues and a considerable 
section of his party, while it must have 
strengthened and encouraged the House of 
Lords in its fierce resolve never to pass a 
bill granting home rule in Ireland. 

Another letter whereof the Queen has au- 
thorized the publication in this interesting 
volume also throws light upon a curious 
incident in recent politics here, and must 
make Henry Labouchere smile grimly. 

* How I wish,”’ wrote her Majesty, ** you 
could suggest the means of crushing those 
horrible publications whose object is to 
promujgate scandal ahd calumny, which 
they invent themsélves.’’ 

That was the royal way of describing the 
modern journalist in/general and papers like 
Truth in particular. With this knowledge 
of the Queen’s hatred for Labouchere’s 
newspaper, there is no cause for wonder 
now that she resolutely refused in 1892 to 
allow Mr. Gladstone to take into his Cabinet 
the actual editor and proprietor of one of 
those * horrible publications.”’ 


Americans Outwit the Scotch. 


Some smart Americans have caught some 
Scotchmen napping, and much consequent 
bad language has been* heard in Glasgow 
this week. It seems that the Gas commit- 
tee of the Glasgow corporation wanted a big 
supply next year of large cast iron piping, 
and tenders were invited the usual way. 
There happens to be a ring in this particular 
business, and Glasgow ironmasters, not 
dreaming of American competition, put in 
pretty stiff. bids, as they had successfully

to be opened it was found that an American 
firm had offered to deliver the pipes at $5 
per ton less than the lowest home bidder.

¢hance of recovering their lost province,

William is clearly going to risk everything 
on an insisténce upon his demand for the 
adoption of his big seven years’ grant for the 
new navy. He will appeal to the country 
on this issué, with a vehement denunciation 
of the present Reichstag’s refusal as un- 
patriotic. go far as radicals can judge pub- 
lie feeling, it is héavily against these costly 
naval projects. But there is always danger 
that the eléctorate of a country 80 menaced

people of New York have the energy to 
shake themselves free from the domination 
of machine politicians. This is the general 
trend of comment here, chiefly in the Tory 
press, which at the same time is the un- 
filnching champion of the most unrepre- 
sentative corrupt corporate body in exist- 
ence—the corporation of the City of London.

RUSSIA’S SIBERIAN RAILROAD. 


Admiral Alexeiff Says the Line Will 
Cost the Government Two Hun- 
dred and Sixty Millions. 


San Francisco, CaL, Oct. 9.—Admiral ©. 
Alexeiff of the Russian navy arrived on the 
China from the Orient, en route to St. Pe- 
tersburg. For over two years he had been 
in ¢Ommand of the Russian squadron in 
Chinese, Japanese, and eastern Asiatic wa- 
ters, the cruiser Ruric being his flagship. 
He has been relieved of his command and is 
going home to await orders, accompanied 
by Captain Molas and Lieutenant Bakh- 
meteff of his staff. ' 

The Admiral says that 500 miles of the 

ranssiberian railroad has been completed 

rom Viadivostok eastward to KhabarovKa. 
He insists that the original route has not 
been abandoned in favor of a shorter route 
through Manchuria to Viadivostok. Cur- 
rent reports that the Russian government 
has obtained a concession from Ghina to ex- 
tend the Transsiberian line through Man- 
churia to Port Arthur as more favorable 
to tidewater terminal than Viadivostok are 
‘pronounced by him as untruie. He says that 
a syndicate of Russians and Chinesé will 
build a railroad from a port on the Trans- 
siberian line through Manchuria to Viadi- 
vostok. The government will have its own 
line in Siberian territory to the same port. 
The syndicate is building its Manchuria ¢x- 
tension as an investment, because it will 
run through a rich and thickly settled coun- 
try. The road will cost the Russian govern- 
ment about $261,000,000, its total length out- 
side of Russia proper being 4,776 miles. 


MRS. LANGTRY SCORES A POINT. 


Prince of Wales Interferes for Her and 
She Is Reinstated in the New- 
market Jockey Club. 


London, Oct. 9.—It has just leaked out 
that at Newmarket last week Mes, Langtry 
won a social triumph under interesting cir- 
cumstances. The Prince of Wales, accord- 
ing to the report, noticing her absence from 
the Jockey club inclosure, asked for an ex- 
planation from the stewards. Upon this 
being forthcoming the Prince dismissed it 
as being quite inadequate in view of Mrs. 
Langtry’s position as a horse-owner and asa 
generous supporter of the turf. The upshot 
was—still according to the story—that. Mrs. 
Langtry was invited to resume her usage of 
the inclosure; but Mrs. Langtry, it appears, 
was a at the manner in which the invi- 
tation was conveyed to her, and she refused 
to reénter the inclosure unless personally in- 
vited by one of the stewards. This, it 
would seem, was finally done. 


TIMES ARE HARD IN JERUSALEM 


Jewish Artisans Petition Queen Vic- 
toria to Remove Them to 


Cyprus. 


London, Oct. 9.—In. view of the zionist 
movement curious interest attaches to a 
petition addressed to the Queen by a num- 
ber of Jewish artisans of Jerusalem. The 
signers of the petition declare they are fow 
“ suffering the utmost misery.’’ They hum- 
Bly beg. her Majesty to “‘ have pity on us 
and to found for us an agricultural colony in 
Cyprus,” and add: “ We are hardy, tem- 
perate, and submissive workmen, and should 
feel happy if we only had daily bread for our 
families.” The petitioners imploré her Maj- 
esty to generously grant their supplication 
and invoke the Almighty to give her the good 
will to comply with their request. 


WILLIAM THANKS THE SULTAN. 


German Emperor Declares Himself to 
Be the Friend of the Unspeak- 
able Turk.

Frankfort-on-Main, Oct. 9.—The Frank- 
furter Zeitung publishes a dispatch from 
Constantinople which says that the German 
Ambassador had an audience with the Sul- 
tan yesterday and delivered to his Majesty 
an autograph letter from the Kaiser. The 
latter expressed the Emperor’s thanks to 
the Sultan for a number of cannon captured 
from the Greeks, which the Sultan sent to 
the Emperor. The latter also praised the 
moderation observed by Turkey in the re- 
cent peace negotiations and said that the 
whole of Europe appreciated it. The Kaiser 
assured the Sultan of his sincere friendship. 


GUATEMALA ASKS FOR A LOAN.

City have 
subscribed the funds that were urgently rc- 
quired by the government for War expenses.

Ignorance of American Politics. 


One of the most curious imaginable results 
of modern rivalry among London newspa- 
pers is that the English find themselves com- 
mitted to an absorbing interest day by day 
in the reported fluctuations and complica- 
tions of New York’s Mayoralty contest. 
Their ignorance of the conditions under 
which it is being fought is nalve in its com- 
pleteness, and the correspondents on the 
spot cable such ingeniously contradictory 
opinions that the British mind is in a pro- 
found maze. So loyal is it, however, to the 
subjects which the editors provide for it to 
meditate upon that it is really working hard 
to memorize the names of the candidates, 
among whom, as often as not, it includes 
The Daily News, 
which ldst year described the Republican 
candidate for Vice President as ‘* Mr. Gar- 
rett,”’ and as being ‘‘a hobart of New Jer- 
sey,”’ without explaining what a “ hobart” 
was, this year mixes its special telegrams 
so that Henry George appears as the can- 
didate of the Tammany Citizens’ union, and 
the confusing statement is made. that 
though this organization is composed of the 
finest citizens of New York, George's suc- 
cess Will be a triumph for the city’s worst 
elements. The Pall Mall Gazette, in a series 
of articles that I am told were written by 
William Waldorf Astor himself, scolds 
everybody for being a fool who imagines 
that George has any earthly chance, and 
dogmatizes on the duty of both Low and 
Tracy to retire at once and make room for 
an acceptable compromise candidate. 


London to Have an Election. 
London itself is to have an election on 
Nov. 25, but unfortunately for the public 
interests it is of the sort which calls out only 
‘a small proportion of the electorate. A 
new School board is to be chosen, and it Is 
already apparent that the Tories are un- 


‘likely to repeat their success of three years 


ago. This it due hot so much to the superior 
spirit of the Liberals as to the sharp quar- 
rels among the various Tory groups over the 
degree of religious instruction the party 
ought to insist on. The ultra-Clericals, who 
have resolved on nothing short of the 
Aposties’ creed, have been repudiated by 
the moderate churchmen, who in turn are all 
at séa as to where the line should be drawn 
between the children, the church, the 
parents, ang the dissenters. The probability 
ig that the new board will have a progressive 
majority, which will wipe theology off the 
slate altogether, and permit nothing but 
Bible reading. 


Spread of Engineers’ Strike. 

When a fortnight ago the air was full of 
confident rumprs of the approaching termi- 
nation of the engineers’ strike, these dis- 
patches contained the information from an 
authoritative source that the dispute was 
really only in its begintiifiy. It has now 
reached a stage where it is spcken of as the 
greatest industrial conflict in English his- 
tory, and still 1 am given to understand that 
it at present is of hardly half the dimensions 
it will undoubtedly assume. It differs radi- 
cally in character from any other big strike 
I have seen here. It is true that the London 
end of it is conducted on both sides with 
much the same hysterical mixture of senti. 
ment and acrimony as usual, but London 
is really an unimportant factor in the fight. 

The true struggle is in the, north of Eng- 
land, where the masters and men alike are 
of sterner stuff, and neither weep nor call 
names. They are a sporting race, and en:- 
barked on this dogged contest in tho true 
sporting spirit, conscious of being about 
equally matched, and not inteuding to either 
lo#e their temper or plead the.baby act. At 
the bottom of it all is ‘the fact that neither 
masters nor men would be svurry to see the 
facilities for overproduction considerabiy 
reduced, which, whatever else happens, ia 
bound to be one result of the prolonged 
stoppage. 

Resort to the Boycott. 

Other results may prove less welcome to 
the men, at least, for the Masters’ federa- 
tion, by the ruthless employment of the an- 
cient trades union weapon—the boycott—has 
become. so powerful during the last month 
that its rule in the future will be something 
such as industrial England has never known 
before. Here in London, as elsewhere, hun- 
dreds of little firms have been coerced into 
joining the federation, and even to abandon- 
ing eight hours as a day’s work, which they 
had established, under the solemn oaih of 
the big master firms never™to give them a 
shilling’s worth of work again, even to the 
crack of doom, if they refused. It is charged 
also that many of these small converts to 
the federation have received monetary as- 
sistance, but the open compulsion exercised 
by the big ters suffices to account for 
the tremendous flocking of the little masters 
in out of the wet during the last fortnight. 
The leaders of this employers’ federation 
say they will be stronger still a fortnight 
hence, and that then they will not budge till 
they have smashed the Amalgamated So- 
eiety of Engineers into fine splinters, 

Unfortunately this amalgamated society 
is not overpopular among the other trades 
unions. It is the most prosperous and pow- 
erful ‘of the lot, but it never puts itsel{.out 
much to help others, like the miners, 
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Gial probity in his youth, or rather in ‘the 
fact that many of Labouchére’s party friends 
are seriously disturbed about those attacks, 
It is all ridiculously anciént history. When 
Yates started the World, twenty-twe years 
ago, he got his friend, Labouchere, to write 
the money articlé for it. It was the béegin- 
ning of the company promoting period, under 
the then new limited liability law, and 
Labouchere’s shrewdness enabled him to 
perceive swiftly what others learned more 
slowly. He speculated in stocks, as well as 
wrote about them, and some old private let- 
ters of his written in that period, show that 
he praised properties he was intérested in. 
These letters, now falling into hostile hands, 
are printed in facsimile, with a flourish of 
trumpets, as if it must drive Labouchere out 
of public life. 

He deals with the subject this week at great 
length, but not quite in his best vein. It 
evidently depresses him to discover that his 
friends understand his peculiarities 60 little 
after all these years as to imagine that what 
he did in 1875 has the slightest relevancy 
now. 

Neglect of a Great Man. 

For years back nobody paid any attention 
to the fact that Cardinal Newman's younger 
brother was still alive. His hame was never 
mentioned anywhefré. His death, however. 
is the occasion for a vast deal of writing 
in the papers, and tardy justice is done in 
many quarters to & great man, Who in life 
had very little of it. Among those who knew 
both the brothers intimately in their strohg 
years, it is invariable to find Francis de- 
scribed as the greater man of the two. His 
record at Oxford as @ “ double first’ and a 
Fellow of Baliol before hé w4s 21, is to this 
day unmatched, and the struggles and sac- 
rifices of his whole career for the stake of 
his principles were worthy of such a begin- 
ning. If, in addition to being a consummate 
master of literary style, he had possessed 
a talent for self-advertising, he might have 
been followed to the grave yesterday by the 
picked men of England. 


To Succeed Sir John Gilbert. 

Sir John Gilbert’s death a dozen years ago 
would have created a sensation in the art 
world. Now it evokes only decorous obituary 
notices, which lay excessive stress on his 
early achievements as a book illustrator. 
His later conceptiofis of what paintings 
should be, once so respectfully regarded by 
the world, are now contemptuously dis- 
missed with a Hne or two. 

The vacancy he leaves in the Royal Acad- 
emy is already being claimed by the black 
and white men for the Venerable Sir John 
Tenniel, but it is doubtful if the Academy 
will stray so far from traditions as to admit 
a Punch man. 


Sims Turns to Nostrums. 

George R. Sims is probably the most widely 
read author in England. Certainly, if con- 
sidered as a playwright also, there can. be 
no question that he has the largest personal 
audience of ahy British writer. What he 
does, therefore, must be of concern to liter- 
ature, which is my excusé for chronicling 
the fact that he has formed a company to 
manufacture and sell a hair restorer, the 
efficacy of which he has tested by personal 
use. A double column advertisement of the 
business in the Daily Telegraph prints his 
name eight times in huge letters as the 
vendor of the nostrum. 


That Hall Caine Interview. 

It is also worth noting, perhaps, that R. H. 
Sherard, whose interview with Hall Caine on 
the morning of the publication of “ The 
Christian "’ raised such a storm of comment, 
not all of which was pleasant, reveals his 
unwillingness to be not only repudiated by 
Caine but jumped upon by the multitude 
generally. ‘He prints a letter declaring that 
he left the Isle of Man, where he had been 
Caine’s guest, with 18,000 words of a type- 
written interview, exclusive of his notes, all 
of which had been dictated by Caine to a 
stenographer, and afterward revised by him. 


Jones Succeeds in Comedy. 

Henry Arthur Jones has at last achieved 
an undoubted success in a line which had 
not seemed obviously open to him, that of 
light comedy. His *‘ The Liars" is not only 
witty in dialogue, but skillfully wrought to 
give the actors a chance to be bright and 
funny as well, It provides for Charles 
Wyndham the most effective part he has 
had in years. : 


KIND WORDS FOR AMERICANS. 


Letters of Lord Tennyson Show the 
Esteem in Which He Held the 
United States. 


London, Oct. 9.—The biography of the late 
Lord Tennyson, the poet laureate, which is 
attracting so much attention just now ig con- 
tained in two thick volumes full of interest, 
and repeatedly emphasizes the poet's re- 
gard for the United States and his éarnest 
desire that the parent country and its off- 
shoot should ever dwell in amity. Writing 
to Longfellow, Tennyson says: 

“We English and Americans should all 
be brothers as none other among nations 
can be, and some of us, come what may, will 
always be so I trust.’’ 

Tennyson's biographer writes that Emer- 
son, Whittier, Walt Whitman, Lowell, and 
Oliver Wendell Holmes were counted among 
his friends, and that through them he kept 
alive a spirit of kinship with their country- 
men. Americans, the biogfapher further 
Says, not only loaded him with 4g 0 eee 
but also loaded him with pipes. riting to 
the Duke of Argyll in 1867, Tenriyson said: 

““T am sorry I 4id not see the Marquis of 
Lorne, but I'll call for the calumet sent me 
by Longfellow. It is odd that Americans 
always send me pipes and tobacco, as if I 
cared for nothing else in the world, and 
their tobacco is not my tobacco nor are their 
pipes my pipes, birdseye and cutty being 
more to my fancy than the costlier things. 
But, however, I do not meafi to undervalue 
Longfellow’s gift." 

Letters to and from thé Queen are full of 
interest. They occasionally touch upon poli- 
tics, but are more frequently personal. 

Writing to Tennyson regarding the peer- 
age conferred upon him, the Queen said it 
was “a mark of my recognition of the great 
service you have rendered to literature, 
which has so great an influence upon the 
world at large.”’ 

Her Majesty added: “ How I wish you 
could suggest means for crushing the hor- 
rible publications whose object is to pro- 
mulgate scandal and calumny’ which they 
invent themsélves,’’ 

After a visit to Queen Victoria Tennyson 
wrote to her: “ During our conversation 
I felt a touch of that true friendship which 
binds human beings together, whether they 
be Kings or cobblers."’ P

INDIAN FINANCES IN A BAD WAY.

London, Oct. 9.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
New York Post.]~A good deal has been said 
in the cable messages from New York«his 
week Of Canada’s dictation of the British 
policy regarding Bering Bea. Dctation is, 
of course, too strong a word, but it is most 
noteworthy how general ts the satisfaction, 
as expressed in journals of all shades of poll- 
tics, that Lord Salisbury has been able to 
comply with Canada’s wishes. This satis- 
faction, perhaps, is partly due to the discov- 
ery that Lord Salisbury, having made 
“graceful concessions” in Siam, Tunis, 
Greece, and elsewhere, has at last found 
some corner of foreign domain where he can 
put his foot down and keep it down, but still 
this colonial lead of the imperial policy re- 
mains the most significan: outcome of the 
jubilee fervor. 

That it does not really carry England very 
far is powerfully illustrated this week by 
the case of the West Indie#. The royal com- 
mission’s’ report proves that the West Indies 
are on the verge of bankruptcy, owing to 
the collapse of the sugar industry. Almost 
to a man the West Indians themselves be- 
Heve that protection, in the form of counter- 
vailing duties or otherwise, to meet the 
French, German, and Austrian bountiés, is 
essential to their existence. The chairman 
of the commission, Sir Henry Norman, 
strongly advocates such duties, yet no Eng- 
lish public man of assured position, no jcur- 
nal of influence, has a good word for the 
suggestion. They know that few taxes 
would be more unpopular in England than 
a tax on sugar, for not alone would it in+« 
crease the cost of the poor man’s breakfast 
table—a great thing, with the politician at 
least—but it would seriously handicap the 
jam, biscuit, and confectionery manwufac- 
turers, who now profit by the cheap raw 
materials kindly provided by bounty-fed for- 
eigners. 

Even Sir Henry Norman’s modest propo- 
sition would add 1 cent per pound to the 
Englishman's sugar. In the shape of 
countervailing duties it would amount to 
$30,000,000 yearly, or twice the total value 
of the sugar exported by the West Indies. 
This disposes of the suggestion in the minds 
of nine out of ten Englishmen. They feel 
80 sorry for the West Indies, and Will com- 
placently look on while Parliament makes 
liberal grants to establish a small landed 
proprietary in the islands, encourage new 
industries, and improve transport facilities, 
but pay a halfpenny more for their sugar 
they will not. 


Signs of Liberal: Activity. 

In home politics the most hoteworthy 
event of the week has been the unanimity 
with which Liberal leader after Liberal 
leader has given prominénce to the House 
of Lords question in their speeches. John 
Morley, Mr. Asquith, and Herbert Gladstone 
all insisted upon its first importance, on the 
ground that so long as the House of Lords 
remains what some one once called a mere 
appendage of the Cariton club, where 
Toryism has its headquarters, Liberal meas- 
ures will be permanently blocked. This 
concerted resurrection of the House of 
Lords problem may have an important bear- 
ing on the future of the Liberal party, for 
every one recalls that it was upon this rock 
that the split between Lord Rosebery and 
the other Liberal leaders became openly 
dangerous. Lord Rosebery, supported by 
Mr. Gladstone in his last House of Commons 
speech, by the National Liberal federation 
and the majority of the Liberal journals, 
sought to make this question paramount in 
the 1895 election, but Sir William Harcourt 
preferred the local liquor veto for the first 
place. Mr. Morley clung to home rule, while 
others pushed disestablishment, though 
none could be carried before the House of 
Lords obstacle had been removed. Party 
chaos and defeat were the result. 

What the Liberals are asking today is 
whether the arrival of the Resebery pro- 
gram may not mean a new rallying point 
for Liberalism. It is not unnoteworthy, per- 
haps, that Lord Rosebery was specially 
summoned by the Queen to Balmoral this 
week. This probably is nothing mofe than 
a fresh illustration of the fact that he is a 


favorite at tourt, as Mr. Gladstone never 


was. one 

Death has opened another English con- 
stituency in the Middleton division of Lan- 
eashire. Lancashire being Mr. Balfour's 
own political preserve, the election will have 
peculiar interest and importance just now, 
for however big its majority an English 
ministry always is peculiarly sensitive to 
signs of changing popular feeling. 


Bad Outlook for India. 

No one can move among even ardent min- 
isterialists without realizing the misgivings 
which England’s abject surrender in Tunis, 
her weakness in thé noar HDast, and the 
whole outlook in India have created. Per- 
haps the worst feature of the Indian out- 
look is the position of Indian finances. 
The situation must be grave to cause a jour- 
nal like the Spectator to call earnestly for 
the displacement of Lord George Hamilton 
at the Indian Office by Mr. Goschen or Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, ind the dispatch to 
India of a really strong financier as Viceroy. 
“ie will need,” says the Spectator, “ ifa 
crisis actually arises, nearly absolute power 
and a tiger will. English politicians do not 
know what a reduction in the army in India 
or fresh taxation really involves.” 


London Threatened by Plague. 
The terrible typhoid scourge in the pretty 
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against typhoid under the direction of the 
pathological laboratory of the state army

The engineering dispute is still in the 
abusive-language stage.

This being the 
mood of the disputants, the state is power- 
less to intervene, Today the workmen's 
union appeais fer §50,000 per week from the 
trades unionists throughout the country to 
continue the fight. As yet the strike seems 
not materially to have affected British re- 
turns, for the decline of 11% per cent in the 
exports of machinery in September is ex- 
plained by the Dingley tariff.. The diversion 
of large orders to other countries, however, 
is certain, while officials say that the strike 
has thrown the eompletion of Bngland’s 
naval program back nearly twelve months, 
and thus far, as the Times puts it, imperiled 
England's margin of superiority on the sea.

For all the years that lie on this side 
of old Fort Dearborn are crowded with 
mighty memories. 

“Chicago is, indeed, a proud heritage. 
She is not as brilliant as New York or as 
polished as Boston. She has not the finish 
of the capitals of the old world. Her &ky is 
overhung with smoke. Discordant noises 
smite and almost deafen the ear. Sut 
mighty elemental forces are at work within 
her. She is in that great mood in which 
star dust becomes worlds that swing into 
orbit. Happy he who is permitted to par- 
ticipate in this miracle of creation! You, 
perhaps, have seen a blast furnace at night. 
The ceaseless din, the magic mixture of mid- 
day with midnight, daze and stupefy. Spec- 
ter Shadows come and go and pandemonium 
seems to reign. But out of the opaque dark- 
ness and blinding light, bewilderingly inter- 
mingled, Comes thé symmetrical bar of sin- 
ewy steel, That blast furnace is a symbol 
of Chicago. 


Battle of the Ages. 


“The battle of the ages, we are told, is 
being fought on American soil. Can a gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, and 
for the people long endwre? A century ago 
the civilized world said not. For more than 
a hundred years we have vindicated our 
faith in man. Now, triumphant on every 
other field, the battle is being narrowed 
down to the great cities. It is admitted that 
the Supreme test must there be made. If 
the men of Chicago and New York, af Phila- 
delphia and Boston shall justify the heroic 
sacrifices of our fathers the battle is won, 
and the dream of old Plato comestrue. We 
musf not fail. 

“ Chicago will do her part. Apathetic as 
she seems in commonplace hours, she has 
always been magnificent In crises. She not 
only defied the fames which wrapped her 
in .their hot embrace just six and twenty 
years ago tonight, but her triumphs of law 
and order have been no less complete Like 
a sleeping giant, for yéars she seemed in- 
different to anarchistic threats. But whén 
a sinister bomb carried death to her defend- 
ers at the haymarket, she roused herself 
with awe-inspiring strenth and plucked the 
red flag forever from her sky. The prey 
of petty spoilsmen, she was the first great 
American city to embody in her laws the 
principle that the public service should be 
filled with the public’s servants. Only last 
autumn,when the question was not of Amor- 
ican party, but American perpetuity, when 
the partisan was lost in the patriot, and the 
spectator of this great Anjierican drama 
turned his eye fearfully and doubtingly to

FALL AND RISE OF KANSAS. 


J. R. Burton of That State Makes an 
Address on “An Epoch and 
Its Lesson.”’ 


J. R. Burton of Kansas was next intro- 
fuced and spoke on “An Epoch and Its 
Lesson."’" He spoMe first of the rapid settle- 
yment of the Western States, “ the corner 
stones of whose political fabric were the 
education of the youth, the protection of 
life, the rights of private property, and the 
equality of every. citizen before the law.”’

building of railroads between 1870 and 1890, ‘ 


And their offers to homeseekers, 1,000,000 
of whom settled in Kansas in these twenty 
years, were graphically pictured, and the 
speaker continued: 

“The Kansas farmer at that time was 
much like the Chicago man at all times— 
he wanted all he could see. He did not have 
the money to buy; hence, he wanted to bor- 
row. This want gave birth to the loan 
agent—an interesting individual, who gener- 
ally played both ends of the game between 
the Eastern capitalist and the Kansas farm- 
er—and in this way the farmer became a 
speculator in lands... But he was speedily 
joined in his enterprise by the merchant, 
the lawyer, the doctor, the preacher—in 
fact, everybody. It seemed that the more 
money we borrowed the better our credit 
grew, until at last we were enabled to tap 
every till in the East. 

“This era of credit expansion, that began 
in the West about 1870, spread later through- 
out the East, thence to Europe, further on 
to South America and Atistralia, and before 
its final collapse in 1898 had extended well 
nigh throughout the civilized world. As I 
said, it began in Kansas. Kansas has started 
more big things, more great things, more 
good things, and more original things than 
any other State, 


Became Cyclonic. 
“ Kansas has also been equally great in 


her misfortunes. She has had more grass- 
hoppers, more Populists, and greater cranks 


than any other country—leaving Altgeld out , 


of the count. 

“Two other things occurred to mark the 
epoch named and added to the spirit of 
specylation. It was the age of invention and 
discovery. This spirit of speculation in the 
entire West at last became cyclonic and 
swept everything before ft. The coldest and 
most phiegmatic temperament could not re- 
sist it. Indeed, the most conservative was 
hit the hardest, for he was hit the last. Its 
effect was to overturn all the jaws of busi- 
ness. It grew to bea boom. The best defi- 
nition of a boom is, ‘A species of ercial 
insanity.’ 

“ The collapse had to come, sooner or later. 


{ It came first in Kansas, for the reason that 


we started first and boomed most. Kansas 
flew higher, fell farther, and hit harder than 
any other State. — P 

“ The first fruit of our folly was a swarm 
of commercial and. political quack doctors, 
infinitely more crazy 
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money. in the country the result would have

The homely lessons 
taught us by our fathers—lessons of econ- 
omy and thrift—must be learned anew, and 
I stand here tonight to tell you the mighty 
West has learned those lessons, and has the 
courage and virtue to follow them. Indus- 
tries are diversifying and channels of trade 
are multiplying. I could boast of the fact 
that the mighty West is paying her debts 
faster than she made them, and that this 
year Kansas will live and lay by $175,000,000. 

* But our lands, our mines, and our mantu- 
factories are not our greatest heritage. The 
West is greatest in her men. They are 
pioneers, and the pioneer is a hardy.man 
and a brave one, and that is why he has re- 
covered so quickly from the panic. He has 
gone from improvidence to economy; from 
waste to saving; from gambling to business. 

“ Already the dark clouds of socialism, 
anarchism, and populism are disappearing, 
and Bryanism is even now a fast-fading 
memory and will soon be forgotten: and the 
mighty West, under this wise administra- 
tlon—gn administration of Republicanism 
and prosperity—will soon settle on the solid 
basis of business conservatism.”’

Congressman. Lacey Makes a Witty 


Speech at the Expense of Bryan 
and His Followers.

Indians was that a portion of a Northern 
tribe, visiting the river near the head of the 
lake, sent a canoe up the fine, large stream 
to investigate.

‘“‘In the spring of 1885 I landed from the 
brig Illinois from Buffalo upon the north 
pier, there being no harbor which a vessel 
could enter. On the first day I became ac- 
quainted with John C. Haines, afterwards 
Mayor. On the next day, being joined by 
Mr. Haines, Alexander Bealubien, ana his 
cousin, Pierre la FramW@ise, I visited the 
location of the Indian massacre of 1812. 
The spot was pointed out by young La 
Framboise, whose father was an Indian 
chief. 

‘The postoffice was in a log grocery at 
the sharp corner of Lake and South Water 
streets. The United States land office was 
opened on May 28, 1835, in the only business 
building on Lake street. My father’s fam- 
ily arrived during the summer and resided 
away out on the prairie at the southeast 
corner of Dearborn and Randolph streets. 
His stable was situated upon the site of the 
present skyscraper of Governor Altgeld— 
the Unity Building. It was in this barn that 
I made my first horse trade. I bought a 
pony of a young Indian for two jugs of 
whisky. I bobbed his tall, roached his mane, 
and trimmed his fetlocks, and made a new 
pony of the little beast. The Indian no- 
ticed the improvement and wanted his pony 
back, but he had drunk the whisky and 
broken the jug. So I was compelled to allow 
him to take the pony upon his promise to 
pay me $6 at the next year’s payment, which 
he did, like an honest Indian. 

“ Another of my exploits was shooting a 
prairie wolf in what is now Dearborn street, 
near PS ag TRIBUNE Office, in the winter of

At Berlin, too, we found a sentiment de- 
eidedly against the people of the United 
States, but I am free to confess that. was 
the only place in Germany where such a 
feeling was encountered. It seemed to me 
that the people of Berlin have taken their 
‘cue from the young Emperor, who thinks 
he is a ruler by divine right and should gov- 
ern the world In this: impression he is sus- 
tained by the people of Berlin, who are ar- 
rogant and proud spirited to the extreme. 

“Dresden formed an agreeable change 
after Berlin, for the people of this charm- 
ing town are partly anglicized, and many of 
them speak our language and make an effort 
to be sociable and agreeable to Americans. 
This is true of other portions of Germany 
outside of ite capital, and any opposition en- 
countered could scarcely be traced to the 
enactment of a tariff law. Over in England 
among our cousins there was more surprise 
than anger manifested that we had con- 
sented to the passage of such a measure. 
Under the provisions of the Wilson bill there 
had been a decided impetus given English 
manufactured articles, and their era of pros- 
perity from this source has not yet ended. 
Their men of business understand, how- 
ever, that it will sooh be ‘the turn of the 
United States to derive benefits from the 
new protection statute, and the Englishmen 
are getting ready for a corresponding re- 
duction of their trade. Under a free trade or 
low tariff measure there is no way to calcu- 
late how much this nation of shopkeepers 
may be benefited, and they understand it to 
a certainty, too. 

“Tt is almost impossible to get any news 
about America and the United States in 
particular in Great Britain, and the news- 
papers of the tight little isle seem to be 
regardless of everything except it be the 
condition of the markets here or the news 
from the Klondike country. Nothing else 
is given a moment’s thought, and when an 
American returns home he is absolutely ata 
loss to know what has transpired until he 
can put in a few days with the enterprising 
newspapers of this country. 

“That suggests to me the idea that the 
Paris edition of the New York Herald id do- 
ing all in its power to bélittle the tariff and 
magnify the exactions of the customs officers 
at the Port of New York. It is from this 
paper that the Parisians get the idea which 
they so frankly avow in regard to the repeal 
of the tariff law. Everything that can throw 
ridicule upon the bill is printed in the Her- 
ald’s Paris edition and it is no wonder the 
Frenchmen feel as they do. 


“Europe seemed to be fairly prosperous | 


and everybody has to work pretty hard to 
make both ends meet. In the case of the 
women, they do not allow them-to be idle 
a moment, and In Germany when they are 
not engaged in household .avocations they 
are compelled to climb ladders with hods 
filled with brick or mortar to be used in 
building. A trip through Burope makes one 
a better American and fonder of his coun- 
try than ever, and I am proud to say Iam 
no exception to this rule,”’ 


SIAM MAKES DUE APOLOGY. 


Expresses Regret to This Government 
_at the Ill-Treament of Vice

Washington, D. C., Oct. 9.—United States 
Minister Barrett, at Bangkok, has reported 
to the State department by cable that he 
has met with complete success in his effort 
to secure reparation for the treatment ac- 
corded United States Vice Consul Kellett 
last spring by the local Siamese authorities. 
Kellett’s servant was arrested by the native 
troops, who act as police, in. the town of 
Chiangmai, where the Vice Consul had gone 
to look into the Cheek claim. Upon interfer- 
ing in behalf of his servant the Vice Consul 
was ill treated. Taking advantage of a 
treaty provision that affords protection to 
this class of servants in such cases, Minister 
Barrett demanded reparation. An investi- 
gation was ordered by the Siamese govern- 
ment and Mr. Barrett accompanied the 
commission up into the country to investi- 
gate. He has just returned to Bangkok and

Identified by Lettérs First.

Behaved Strangely in Business. 


“‘He acted very strangely,” said Mr. 
Crawford, “and I was convinced that he 
was not in his right mind. He complained 
bitterly of his ill-health, and as he left the 
Office he told me that he never expected to 
get well.”’ 

After leaving the office, at about il 
o'clock, Mr. Dillom went directly to his 
home on Erie street, but did not enter. He 
looked into the letter box, hesitated a few 
moments on the doorstep, and then walked 
rapidly toward the lake. 


Good Business and Happy Home. 


So far as has beén learned Mr. Dillon’s 
finances were not in bad condition, and his 
domestic relations were decidedly happy. 
No other explanation can be advanced for 
his suicide, except that he was despondent 
and temporarily insane from hopeless illness 
and long suffering. Mr. Dillon was quite 
wealthy and was a member of several so- 
cieties and North Side clubs. He was 49 
years of age and had been a resident of Chi- 
cago for over twenty years: 

Among the papers and letters found on Mr. 
Dilion’s body were two letters addressed to 
Fathers Muldoon and Conway of the Holy 
Name Cathedral, inclosing checks in pay- 
ment for loans apparently advanced to Mrs. 
Dillon. The letter asked that no more 
money should be given to her, and said that 
it was unnecessary for her to apply to others 
for money.

This type of pump is being extensively used 
for pumping water for all purposes, as this 
type of pump shows a great economy over the 
steanr pumps, and the Stilwell-Bierce and 
Smith-Vaile people are furnishing this type 
of machinery for some of the largest build- 
ings in the country, and also for pumping 
water for towns and cities. 

The pumps in many instances are driven 
by gas engines. At their warerooms, 63 
South Canal street, they show a large line of 
these machines and report an incréased de- 
mand for them from all users of pumping 
machinery. 

The library boilers are of the water tube 
safety type and all parts subject to boiler 
pressure or action of the flame or gases are 
made of steel. The plant corisists of four 
bollers. Three of these boilers are 288 horse 
power each and one is 145 hors’ power, 
making a total of 1,000 horse power.

The concrete work é6f the Public Library 
building, comprising the sidewalk around 
the building, the concrete arch boiler-house 
roof, the engine foundation, pipe trenches, 
ventilating machinery pits, and the floors 
throughout the basement, at a total cost of 
$50,000, was executed by the well-known 
firm of Stamsen & Blome, bank floor, Unity 
Building. The sidewalk is the largest of its 
kind around any single building in the world 
and the engine foundations are conceded to 
be the finest in this country.

AUCTION IS TO BE FINAL. 


Government Interest Is Not Yet 
Disposed Of. 


EFFECT OF THE AGREEMENT. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 9.—Attorney Gen- 
eral McKenna today issued an official) state- 
ment announcing that the government had 
decided not to appeal the Union Pacific fore- 
closure suit, but to allow the road to be 
gold on Nov. 1 in consideration of the Union 
Pacific Reorganization committee raising 
its. guaranteed bid from $45,745,069 to $50,- 
000,000. The road, he added, is to be sold 
to the highest bidder, but with a minimum 
bid guaranteed, as stated. 

The Attorney General in his statement 
says: 

“ There seems to be a misapprehension of 
the action of the previous administration in 
regard to the Pacific railroads. There was 
no agreement to sell the roads or the sinking 
fund of the Union Pacific. 

“‘In consideration of the appearance of 
the United States in the foreclosure pro- 
ceedings already commenced and the pros- 
ecution of its own mortgage it was guaran- 
teed @ bid of $45,754,059.99, at the sale which 
should be ordered by the court over and 
above the amount of the first mortgage. 
This amount included the sinking fund and 
was based on an e8timate of par for the 
sinking fund, and $28,500,000 in addition. 

“There was no formal agreement. It 
consisted of letters between the Reorganiza- 
tion committee and special counsel of the 
government and Attorney General Harmon, 
all of which were published in Senate doc- 
— 83, Fifty-fourth Congress, second ses- 
sion. 

“ The agreement, as I have said, goes no 
farther than to provide for the appearance 
of the government in suits brought for the 
foreclosure of the fifst mortgage bonds and 
bringing suit for foreclosure of its own. 

“ The sale of the property was to be (and 
must necessarily be) by the direction of the 
court as in other foreclosure suits, with the 
whole world for bidders.

“The appearance was made and the suits 
instituted as agreed before the advent of the 
present administration, These suits, there- 
fore, it had to accept and it has endeavored 
to secure such decrees as it believed tlhe 
government under the law incorporating 
the railroads was entitled to. 

““It may be disputed as to whether the 
agreement to go into court should have 
been made. It is not disputable as to what 
the government after it was in court could 
do. There, like any other suitor, the govern- 
ment was subject to the orders of the court. 
I mean, of course, subject to the orders of 
the court as creditors. As sovereign its pow- 
ers could not be affected, and have not been, 
by the decrees, We think, therefore, that 
the action of the government and the situa- 
tion are very plain. It has not sold its in- 
terests. It has enabled all interests to be 
sold at public auction to the Reorganization 
committee or to any committee or to any- 
body or association which or who may bid 
the nighest.

“In what I have said I do not mean to 
imply criticism of the previous administra- 
tion. What it did it, no douBSt, did on mature 
reflection arid in sincerest judgment and its 
action was recommended by both the re- 
ceivers who had been appointed upon the 
application of the United States and was 
also unanimously recommended by the five 
government directors. 

“* Now, as to the relation of the govern- 
ment to the decrees. They, as rendered, were 
in many respects gratifying—exceedingly so 
—but in other respects were not as the gov- 
ernment strenuously contended for. For 
instance, the Omaha bridge mortgages 
amounting to about §1,200,000, were ad- 
judged to be superior to the lien of the gov- 
ernment on that part of the road between 
Omaha and Council Bluffs, and in additicn 
the money and assets in the hands of the 
receivers accruing from the operation of 
the roads werd ordered to be sold instead 
of being reservéd to meet a defictency judg- 
ment expectéd to be obtained by the govern- 
ment, This amounted to more than #2,000,- 
000. This, of course, would become im- 
portant if the price bid at the sale should 
not equal the government's lien. 

‘* Dissatisfied with the decrees, theréfore, 
the government considered the propriety of 
an appeal and had indeed prepared the 
papers for such appeal. The Reorganization 
committee, learning this, came forward 
with an increased bid of over $4,000,000— 
making the total of thelr guaranteed bid 
$50,000,000 Instead of $45,754,059.99, an in- 
crease Of $4,245,941. 

‘This increase removed the objections to 
the decrees so far as the money contentions 
were concerned. In all else the decrees were 
just and satisfactory. Under these circum- 
stances an appeal did not seem justified. 

-@- 

‘Regarding a higher bid, the prospect of 
it seems as great now as it would be later. 
These considerations determined the gov- 
ernment. It must be remembered that the 
government's lien is a second one, subject 
to a first mortgage of $33,000,000. The ad- 
vantage it has secured, therefore, is, to re- 
peat somewhat, that at the sale under the 
decrees Of foreclosure there will be a bid 
for the roads of $50,000,000 over and above 
the first mortgage, and, besides, the benefit 
of absolute freedom of competition at the 
sale. The government may, therefore, se- 
cure its whole claim through a higher bid. 
It is sure of $50,000,000, and this amount, in 
connection with the payments already made, 
will pay the principal of the debt twice 
over.’’

“The President of the new company,’’ he 
replied, “‘ will be 8S. H. H. Clark, without a 
doubt. He is the man that the company 
wants, and he certainly will be seleéted. I 
do not believe that,;there will be any ma- 
terial changes down the line of officials,”’ 
added Mr. Dickinson.

WAGON MANUFACTURER OF SOUTH 
BEND, IND., PASSES AWAY, 


His End Comes Through Heart Dis- 
ease in the Santtarium at Alma, 
Mich., Where He Had Gone in the 
Hope of Benefiting His Health— 
Born in Ashiand County, 0O., on 
April 1, 1836, and One of Thirteen 
Children. 


Peter E. Studebaker, Second Vice-Presi- 
dent, Treasurer, and General Manager of the 
Studebaker Bros.’ Manufacturing company, 
died yesterday morning at 11:45 o'clock at 
the sanitarium at Alma, Mich., where he had 
gone in the hope of benefiting his health. 
He had been there since Tuesday last, and 
only yesterday morning his son, William

He said 
that they had perjured themselves to help 
make out a case against him. According to 
the jail guards the sausagemaker must have 
climbed out of bed on: the wrong side, for 
his temper gained the supremacy over his 
better judgment at least a dozen times dur- 
ing the day. 

“ Luetgert has stormed about like a wild 
animal all day,’ said one of the guards. 
“He refused to see some of his friends and

berth. For some reason he appears all 
broken up.

EVICTED FAMILY OF FIVE, 


Without Steady Employment ‘Since 
Last Spring and Suffering from 
Three Broken Ribs, He Manages to 
Secure Enough to Keep Eleven 
People from £tarvation—Eight Are 
Children—Takes In Mrs. Dukes, Her 
Two Children, and Two Cripples. 


Some. person philanthropically inclined 
and who would like to see at least one exem- 
plification of the often heard statement that 
“‘the poor care for the poor” might call at 
the basement of the house at 1832 Dearbern 
street. There James R. Smith, with a wife 
and four children and who has had no work 
since the spring, is giving shelter and what 
food he can to Mrs: Rebecca Dukes, her two 
children, and her crippled sister and brother. 


Takes Evicted Family. 

More than a month ago Mrs. Dukes and 
her chidren were evicted from thelr Armour 
avenue home for non-payment of rent, 
Charlies Dukes, the husband and father, tne 
wife says, cleared out and has done nothing 
for her since. Smith, who had known Mrs. 
Dukes’ mother, took the evicted family to 
his. basement home, an there his wife re. 
ceived them kindly and the two farhihes 
have been sharing crusts, when there were 
crusts to share, ever since. 

Mrs. Dukes is only 18 years old. One child 
is 2 years old and the other 4 months old 
The «woman's crippled ‘sister and broth¢r. 

whom she would not desert in their helpless- 
néss,.are aged 10 and 5 years respectively. 

The oldest of Mrs. Smith’s four children is 
5 years of age. The greater share of the 
food which has come recently into the 
household has gone to the eight children 

Victim of an Accident. 

Last spring Smith drove a team hauling 
dirt from the excavation made for the foun- 
dation for the Fair Building. The horses, 
wagon; and Smith were hufled into the lake 
by an accident at the dumping place and the 
man came out of the accident with three 
broken ribs. He was laid up for a long time 
and after his recovery work was not to be 
had. He has managed to make a dollar or 
two mending furniture from time to time, 
and in. this way bread has been secured for 
eleven hungry mouths. Mr, and Mrs, Smith 
have had thirteen children, but the nine old- 
est have died. 

“If somebody sent in word to the news- 
papers we were in need somebody toid the 
truth,’ said Smith yesterday, ‘*‘ but who the 
somebody is I don’t know. It is certain none 
of us did it. I took these five people in be- 
cause they had no place to go, and in the case 
of the cripples that was hard. I should like 
to get work, then charity may stand aloof.’ 

The people in need are all colored, though 
Smith, being an Octoroon, passes readily for 
a white man. 


NEW MEN HANGING ABOUT.

Rumors of a coming cut in wages and a 
wholesale discharge of union employés of the 
company within a few days have aroused the 
union officials to immediate action. The men 
held a secret conference last night and re- 
ceived reports to the effect that General 
Manager Bowen was preparing to discharge 
a large number of men who have joined the 
union .recently. 

The men say they have convincing evi- 
dence that some such move is contemplated, 
Dozens of new men who claim to have been 
promised jobs in the near future have been 
hanging about the general offices for several 
days. According to the union pickets’ re- 
ports these men have been offered only 21 
cents an hour for operating cable lines, The 
present wage scale is about 29 cents. 

The old employés have arrived at the con- 
clusion that a reduction iA wages is coming 
and that Mr. Bowen intends giving the old 
gripmen and conductors the choice of giving 
up their jobs or accepting a 25 per cent cut.

Finds a Perfect Man. 

It was at Bombay that Mark Twain 
made the acquaintance of a man who had 
reached a state of absolute perfection, in 
which exalted condition he sits naked at 
all times upon a rug and continues to look 
perfect. 

This enviable being has written volum- 
inous comments upon the Hindoo holy 
writings. 

“If I could make them out,” says Mark 
Twain, “I- would try for perfection my- 


self. I gave him a copy of ‘ Huckleberry. 


Finn.’ I thought it might rest him up a 
little to mix it in along with his medita- 
tions on Brahma, for he looked tired, and I 
knew that if it didn’t dé him any good it 
wouldn’t do him any harm. 

“ He has a scholar. meditating. under him 
—Mina Bahadur Rana, but we did not see 
him. He wears clothes and is very imper- 
fect. He has written a little pamphlet 
about his master, and:I have that. It con- 
tains a woodcut of the master and himself, 
seated on aruginthegarden. The portrait 
of the master is very good indeed. The 
posture is exactly that which Brahma him- 
self affects, and it.requires long arms and 
limber legs.apd cannot be accumulated by 
anyody~ buf gods and the indiarubber

During one of his excursions into the in- ! 


terior of India the author made an inter- 
esting discovery in connection with birds. 

“ Half way down a mountain,” he says, 
“we stopped at Mr. Barnard’s house for 
refreshments; and while we were sitting on 
the veranda, looking at the distant hills 
through a gap in the forest, we came very 
near seeing a leopard kill a calf. (It had 
killed it the day before.) It is a wild place 
and lovely. From the woods all about came 
the songs of birds, among them the contri- 
butions of a couple of birds which I was not 
acquainted with—the brain-fever bird and 
the coppersmith. The song of the brain- 
fever demon starts on a low but steadily 
rising key, and it is a spiral twist which 
augments in intensity and severity with 
each added spiral, growing sharper and 
sharper and more and mor® painful, more 
abd more agonizing, more and more mad- 
dening, intolerable, unendurable, as it 
bores deeper and deeper and deeper into 
the listener’s brain, unt at last the brain 
fever comes as a relief and the man dies. I 
am bringing some of these birds home to 
America. They will be a great curiosity 


there, and it is believed that in our climate’ 


they will multiply like rabbits.” 


Texts from “ Pudd’nhead Wilson.’’ 

From “ Pudd’nhead Wilson's New’ Cal- 
endar™ the text upon which each chapter 
in the book is based is chosen. Of this 
“Calendar ’”’ Mark Twain says: 

“These wisdoms are for the luring of 
youth towards high moral altitudes. The 
author did not gather them from practice, 
but from observation. To be good is nobie, 
but to show others how to be good is nuble 
and no trouble.”

“In the night we anchored a mile from 
shore. Through my port I could see the 
twinkling lights of Honolulu and the dark 
bulk of the mountain range that stretched 
away, right and left. I could not make out 
the beautiful Nunana alley, but I ‘knew 
where it lay and remembered how it used 
to look in the old times. We used to ride 
up it on horseback in those days, we young 
people, and branch out and gather bones 


in'a sandy region where one of the first 
Kamehameha’s battles was fought. We 
lay in luminous blue water. At the shore 
itself. it- broke in a long white ruffle, and 
‘with no crash, no sound that we could hear.

1iko other wards near the down-town dis- 
trict. Peace and amity have changed its 
appearance little here; perhaps the differ- 
ence may show farther along. Yonder thor- 
oughfare is Canal street. Take it. It has 
got to lead you somewhere. 

Silll saloons, sprinkled here and there by 
‘“‘rags-ol’-iron”’ shops. It does not smell 
heavenly. The Nineteenth Ward is said to 
be close to heaven; the river 1s close to thé 
Nineteenth Ward; can it be that the river 
is cluse to heaven? ‘The passerby trows not. 

A car passes. It is marked “ Taylor 
street.”"” Mr. Leuch’s car—or rather the car 
the company lets Mr. Leach use. Mayhap 
it will carry one into happier climes. But 
Taylor street is much like the other thor- 
oughfares. Still saloons, one for each of the 
four corners. Other wards have saloons; 
they are nothing against the Nineteenth 
Ward; but their celestial nature is yet to 


be established. The prospect grows bright- 


er. The saloons diminish in number. The 
houses become better and more pretentious. 
And here is the end of the ward. 

Do the drivers on the wagons indulge less 
freely in profanity? Do the workmen in 
the street show love and peace? Halsted 
street betrays it not. Ewing and Forquer 
streets look otherwise. Bunker and De 
Koven streets hide it well. Soiled children 
play upon the walks. The tin can travels 
on its endless way. Girls bend low over 
their work in the sweatshops making shirts 
at eight cents apiece. Six hundred saloons, 
twenty for each church in the ward, cast 
their exhilarating influence over the scene. 
The only thing bearing indisputable marks 
of a celestial nature is a Chinese laundry. 

As.Mr. Leach says, the “ bloody Nine- 
teenth "' may be as mear to heaven as any 
other ward. It may be quite up to the av- 
erage; perhaps, in some respects, above it. 
But it and all others are not so near that 
a sudden transportation from one place to 
the other would not cause a shock.

Fragrant Peanut Falls a Vic- 
tim to a Monopoly. 


BIG ADVANCE IN PRICE. 


Dread Possesses the Dealers and 
the “Olive Oil” Makers. 


BRINGS WOE TO THOUSANDS. 


NOTHER blow has been struck at the 
rights and liberties, the appetites and 
pocketbooks of the people. Avaricious 
monopoly has stretched out its greedy 
hand and grasped control of the 

American peanut. The fragrant goober, the 


| joy of the bucolic swain, and promoter of 


matrimonial alliances, has been gobbied by 
a trust,“and there is woe and trouble in the 
land, 

Growers of peanuts denounce the move 
as an extortionate aggression, consumers 
are angry because it involves a big advance 
in price, and even the makers of “ pure olive 
oil’ find cause for loud complaint in the 
fact that the program of the trust threatens 
to intérfere seriously with their source of 
supply. . : 

Majah Goober Cries for Blood. 

“Tt means wah, suh, It means wah, tur- 
rubl’ bloody wah, suh,”’ said Majah Goober 
when news of the trust’s intentions was con- 
veyed to him. “A trust in peanuts:’’ he 
shrieked. ‘ Why, the.American people 
won't stand it, suh. Corporate greed is go- 
ing too fah, suh, much too fah, when it seeks 
to control the goober trade. Our folks are 
patient and long-suffering. They have seen 
one aftah another of the necessaries of life 
fall into the grasp of the trusts and. re- 
mained peaceful and quiet under great prov- 
ocation, suh, but they won't permit our 
goobers to be gobbled by a monopoly, suh. 
Not by a jugful of the best cahn juice you 
evah tasted, suh. We fout tn '76 agin a tax 
on tea, and agin in '61 we had trubbl’ ovah 
the slave question. Neither question, suh, 
could approach in far-reaching effect this 
present attempt to control our goober out- 
put. I am goin’ back to Goober Corners at 
once, suh, to arouse public opinion, and 
when you hear from our people you will see 
they are not to be trifled with, suh. It is 
about time to open the fall campaign, and 
‘no peanut trust’ will be our rallying cry 
in the fight. Goober Corners will be heard 
from, suh,”’ 


Hurts the Olive Oil Trade. 

It is in the olive oll trade, however, that 
he effects of the trust are the most severely 
felt. For years some of the “ best brands " 
of “ pure olive oll” have been made from 
Virginia*® peanuts. This will be a sad sur- 
prise to those gourmands who have been in 
the custom of insisting that their salads 
be flavored with Italian oil under the im- 
pression that they were getting the real im- 
ported article. The oil is imported all right, 
but the goobers from which it is made are 
first exported and Italy never sees them, 
The work of pressing the oil out of the pea- 
nuts is done in France, where millions of 
bushels of inferior Virginia goobers, too 
small for home consumption, are sent every 
year and returned to this country in the 
form of olive oil, neatly bottled and bearing 
fine Italian labels. As the trust proposes 
advancing the price of peanuts nearly 100 
per cent and has already jumped the cheap 
sorts from three and one-half to five cents 
a pound, the makers of pure olive oil are 
likely to be forced to again use olives in 
their business. This is what troubles the 
Southern growers, as the percentage of 
small goobers which have no commercial 
value aside from their oilmaking qualities 
is so large that their rejection means serious 
financial loss. 

Policemen Resent the Trust. 

The large goobers generally sold for eat- 
ing purposes are known to the trade as 
Spanish shelled. The price of these has 
been advanced from 5% to 7 cents a pound 
since the trust began operations, and is like- 
ly to go considerably higher. These are 
the peanuts found on the stands of the en- 
terprising Italians, who have street corner 
establishments, and which seem to particu- 
larly suit the taste of Chief Kipley’s police- 
men. It has been figured out by experts 
that a policeman whose digestive apparatus 
is in good working order can assimilate ten 
pounds of peanuts a day, and vendors who 
have stands in the down-town section ofthe 
city where there are policemen who have 
the peanut habit always make full allowance 
for this drain on their stock when fixing 
the selling price to the general public. Now 
that, the wholesale price has been jumped 
to 7 cents a pound the vendors are making 
an effort to limit the police consumption by 
keeping their stocks under lock and key. 
When Officer O’Grady was asked how he 
liked the new departure he said: 

* There’s too manny agerisshions be them 
thrusts. Thim fellies what mak’ the pools 
has lifted the price of paynuts so high the 
Daygos:is kapin’ thim under lock an’ a 
polisman do have no chanst to get thim an- 
nymore, excep’ be stealin’ an’ that won't do 
fur an officher. We—that’s me an’ Casy 
what's on the next beat—be goin’ to see 
Jhawney Powers ‘bout gettin’ an ordher 
throo the Council compellin’ thim Daygos 
to kape their stands open. Don’t we gyard 
their phroperthy an’ haven't we a roight 
to sample the kind of sthuff’they’re kapin’ ?” 


Rough on Bucolic. Romeos. 

The advance in the peanut scale, how- 
ever, is felt hardest by the bucolic Romeos 
who bring their Juliets to Chicago and 
breathe pledges of undying love and affec- 
tion while they view the beauties of the 
Chicago River from the Clark street bridge 
and scatter goober shells by tha quart on 
the bosom of that placid stream. There is 
already a marked decrease in the size of 
the packages, and the shrewd venders are 
faust learning the trick cf substituting “ Vir- 
ginia No. 18” for the ‘“‘prime Spanish 
shelled.” The latter are kept in open sight 
in small quantities to draw trade, but the 
sacks are filled with the inferior variety. 
M~iny an ardent wooer who had Invested his 
lust dime in goobers as a love offering to his 
best girl has been cruelly discarded on this 
account. No girl likes to be defrauded in 
the matter of goobers, and the discovery 
that Hiram has imposed upon her'‘in this 
respect is enough to make her doubt the 
sincerity of his affection. 

“I du believe Hiram’s gettin’ tired of 
mé,” argues the girl when she finds her 
adorer has bought a cheap grade of goobers. 
“He allus used to get the best peanuts, but 
now he’s buying trash, an’ I guess I'll just 
shake him.”’ 

And she does. Of course it {s not Hiram’s 
fault, but the girl doesn’t know it. Girls 
don’t keep posted about the doings of trusts, 
and if anybody should tell them that peanuts 
are now controlled by a monopoly they 
would laugh it away as a joke. But it is 
not a joke. It’s a hard, cruel fact. Goobers, 
the great American goobers, pride of the 


have been gathered in by.a trust. There 
is woe in the land where the goober is 
eTown, woe in the land where the goober 
is eaten, and woe itn the land where it is 
made into “ pure olive oil.” People of all 
classes are affected by the grinding extor- 
tion, and Majah Goober feels the pulse of 
the public aright whén he says it may lead 
to war, Spanish Dons may snap their fin- 
gers in the face of Uncle Sam, John Bull 
may tread on the tails of his coat, and even 
insignificant Italy’ may force him to pay 
‘heavy money tndemnities, without, arous- 
ing a hostile feeling, but the men who seck 
to control his goober trade are building 
up a large section of trouble for themselves.

Under English administration India's pop- 
ulation has more than doubled. The checks 
arid drains upon increase have been stopped; 
no more internecine wars; no more infanti- 
cide or sutteg; no more unrestrained raging 
of pestilence; no more indifference to mor- 
tality from famine. The “ noblesse oblige ”’ 
of civilization could not permit these. 

But though humanity be appeased, nature 
suffers; thé soil will no longer keep the 
people. .There were none too few at frst; 
there are twice too many for comfort and 
even for safety now. India is a cuuntry 
whose existence depends on agricalture; 
practically the whole population is. axri- 
cu/tural by birth and breeding. The exports 
are wheat, oil, opium, rice, cotton, tea, indigo, 
hides, and jute. If, therefore, her soil ceases 
to hear, or béars too little to support ner 
people, she has no recourse; and at every 
turn the lives of more than four timcs the 
population of the United States are involved. 
Governing such a country is obviously no 
sinecure. But Sindbad, having suffered the 
Old Man of the Séa to get on his shoulders, 
must carry him as best he may till the end.

Bunniah Pays the Taxes. 

Of course, as the Bunhiah owns the vil- 
lnge, he pays the taxes. In the good old 
times the Rajah used to swoop down upon 
him éver and anon, and either terture him 
into giving up money, or kill him and 
take it. With nds thus‘collected the 
Rajah would enjoy an extravagant debauch, 
and the money would@ thus find its way 
back, throygh the town tradesmen, to the 
village again; there was no thought of 
spending any of it in improvements to al- 
leviate the people’s condition. Besides, a 
good deal of each haul got into the Rajah’s 
vaults, and there remained indefinitely. But 
let us now see how the English manage these 
things. / 

The days of the Bast India company 
nabobs, when Indian goods could be bought 
or produced cheap and sold dear, are long 
gone by, and the possibility of growing rich 
in India has gone along with them. India 
now affords a market for a large percentage 
of England’s manufactures and an arena 
for the career of her younger sons. The bal- 
ance, of trade is little, if at all, in England's 
favor; and all the money derived from taxa- 
tion in India is spent upon internal improve- 
ments and bettering the condition of the 
natives. The only moneys derived from 
India, which are not spent in the country, 
@re the enlistment fees for English sol- 
diers drafted to India and the pensions of 
superannuated civil servants; these aggre- 
gate @ very small amount. : 

England is wealthy, and India is poor; 
but England’s wealth is not drawn from 
India. The reason of India’s poverty is that 
the soil, under the existing methods of culti- 
vation, cannot more than support the in- 
creased population in good years, and in 
bad years starvation sets in. Her poverty 
is also due to the ignorance, superstition, 
and obstinacy of Indians, who oppose al- 
ways a passive, and sometimes an active, 
resistance to English efforts to enlighten 
and free them. Nowhere else In the world 
is education so slow, thankless, and even 
perilous, a task as in India. 

The financial administration, rigidly 
economical, sets aside all available funds 
to provide against years of scarcity. When 
famine threatens, these moneys are used; 
taxes are lightened or remitted; public 
works are promptly set on foot, which will 
not only give work and pay to the suffering, 
but will strengthen the country with more 
railroads and canals, with irrigation tanks 
ard works, and with whatever other under- 
takings involve permanent improvement of 
present conditions. 


Aid from England. 


In England voluntary subscriptions for re- 
lief are set on foot, and money thus raised is 
spent in buying bullocks and tools for ruined 
farmers, and in giving money in direct re- 
lief to the starving who cannot or will not 
work. Meanwhile, and for nearly a genera- 
tion past, energetic efforts are making. to 
teach the young Indians scientific methods 
or farming, the use of modern farming ma- 
chinery, and of fertilizers. Anxious study is 
alno given to ending or mitigating the abuse 
of the money-lending System. Experiments 
have been tried in adjusting land values 
to crop production; in abating usury; in 
lowering the price of grain to the native 
consumer. None of these attempts have 
met with substantial success: often they 
have made bad worse. The cause of fail- 
ure lies mainly in the natives themselves. 
Urged by caste, they insist on borrowing 
sums they cannot repay; they would 
rather be owned by the Bunniah than by 
themselves, because self-interest prompts 
the Bunniah to take bettercare of them

than their own improvidence and indolence 
would allow. Governrhent competition in 
the selling of grain causes the native grain 
d¢alers to retire altogdéther, and thus the 
natural balance of trade is destroyed, cre- 
ating the distress which it was sought to 
avert. Abatement of usury is defeated by 
its victims, who deny on oath that they are 
victimized. The best hepe for thé future is 
in agricultural schools; but that future is 
terribly remote. Before the new education 
shows practical results, the population may 
be a hundred millions larger. than now, 
bringing calamity now unimagined evén in 
this home of calamity. 


Taxation Is Kept Low. 


As regards taxation, it is kept at the low- 
est figure compatible with the working 
of the country; but if it were lessened, not 
the farmer, but only the Bunniah, would 
thereby benefit. His exactions from ‘his 
slaves would be the same, and he would 
pocket the difference. But were taxation in- 
creased, the farmer, and with him India, 
would disappear altogether, since the Bun- 
niah would not go to his own savings until 
he had sucked the last drop of the farmer's 
life blood. The outlook for India is dark. 
The darkness is due partly to the nature of 
the country, partly to the. nature of the 
people. I fail to see fhat any of it is due to 
the English. It seems to me to exist in spite 
of their most conscientious efforts to dispel 
it. Whatever other sins the government of 
England may have to answer for, she must 
be acquitted as to India. It is true that at 
the moment when milliofis of Indians were 
starving, there was paid in London for seats 
to see the jubilee money enough to avert 
all that inconceivable suffering—yes, and 
much of it was paid by Americans, and 
the rest was paid by other foreigners and 
by the English themselves. It was a vain 
and selfish expenditure, no doubt: but it was 
spent, not by the government, but by pri- 
vate persons. They were like other persons 
all over the world. Shall we say that Eng- 
land should raise by taxation a fund for- 
ever securing India against want. Such a 
course would be, to say the least of it, un- 
precedented in the history of the worid. 
But if we seriously advocate it, I think it 
would come from us with better grace after 
we had similarly relieved our Western farm- 
-ers from the pressure of their mortgages; 
satisfied the demands of our miners and 
other laborers for better wages, and re- 
habilitated the poor of our cities. We should 
then see more clearly to remove the mote 
from our brother John’s eye. 

But let England ponder again the words 
of Sir Herbert Edwardes.+ Let her inspire 
India with a veritable Christian faith, and 
nine-tenths of the present difficulties would 
spontaneously cease. But in order to inspire 
such faith, one must first possess it: and 
England, conscientious, energetic, just, and 
proud of her religious history, is not a Chris- 
tian nation, and therefore forfeits the meas- 
ureless power for good which might other. 
wise be hers.—[ Julian Hawthorne in the Cos- 
mopolitan Magazine for October.]

PRIMARY ELECTIONS LEGISLATION. 

The Governor is being asked to include 
in the list of subjects to be considered by 
the General Agsembly at a special session, 
if he sees fit to call one, the revision of the 
primary election law. Many estimable 
persons are asking that that be done, for 
they believe that a different law will send 


and the Council. 

These gentlemen seem to be unmindful 
of the fact that it is in the power of the 
people to send good men to the State Cap- 
itol or to the City Hall whenever they feel 
inclined to do so. They managed to do it 
now and then before there was a primary 


choose, under a poor primary election law. 
What is there to show that a more rigid law 
will resuit in the election of better men? 
Aldermanic candidates are known per- 
sonally to a larger proportion of fhe voters 
than the candidates for any other office. 
If a candidate has served they know his 
record. If he has not, still a great deal is 
known about his character and his qualifi- 
eations, Therefore; there is no excuse for 
the election of a bad Alderman in a ward 


good man. They do not have ‘to elect the 
bad nominee of a packed primary. 

But in 2 ward where a majority of the 
voters want to be represented by a person 
who has shown himself a boodler while in 
office or who is certain to be one if elected, 
or to be represented by some disreputable 
political 'oafer who is seen oftener in a sa- 
loon than anywhere else, what will be 
gained by a model primary election law? 
If the bulk of the voters, regardless of 
party, prefer rascals: they will nominate 
such men at any kind of a primary. 

If a law does not represent pretty closely 
the sentiments of those who live under it, 
that law will be valueless, It will express 
simply the opinion of those who enacted it 
as to what ought to be.. A prohibitory 
liquor law in this city would be a dead let- 
ter until a large majority of the adult 
males believed in prohibition. A law for 
pure primaries would be a dead letter in 
most of the Chicago wards, as far as secur- 
ing better Aldermen is concerned. 

There are two things which the believers 
in the wonder-working virtues of primary 
election laws do not take into consideration. 
One is that those who ought to attend the 
primaries are the very ones who will not do 
so, though carriages are sent for them. 
The other is that as long as the mass of the 
voters prefer to send cheap Johns to the 
Council and the General Assembly the pri- 
maries, no matter how they are run, will 
put in nomination that kind of cattle. 

“Take the First Ward of the City of Chi- 
cago. The primary elections held in it are 
not honestly conducted. Suppose they 
were, The only conceivable difference 
would be that while now one disreputable 
faction, which has control of the machin- 
ery, is sure to come out ahead, if the pri- 
maries were “ strictly honest” some other 
disreputable faction might cast the most 
votes. 

What is needed is a reform in the elec- 
torate; and laws accomplish little in that 
direction. A change of heart is needed 
rather than a change in the primary elec- 
tion laws. Nevertheless, THe TRriBuNp is 
perfectly willing to have the present law 
moditied to please those who think great 
good will be accomplished thereby. But it 
is not going to insist on that subject being 
included in the call for a special session. 

On the contrary, it is of the opinion that 
revenue and apportionment are all the Gen- 
eral Assefibly should be asked to tackle. 
The first-named question, which is of far 
greater importance than the primary elec- 
tion law; will provoke much discussion and 
consume considerable time. When the 
General Assembly is through with revenue 
and apportionment the members will be 


quite ready to adjourn. 


EXIT WEYLER. 

Judged by the dispatches from Havana 
that city has given itself up almust wholly 
during the last few days to efforts to secure 
a prolongation of the intolerable rule of 
the Butcher Weyler. There have been screet 
demonstrations of the populace and of the 
military under the very nose of the bloody 
Captain General himself, with long cable 
messages to Madrid protesting against his 
recall, and intimations that the volunteers 
would throw down their arms if the new 
_policy of the government should be persisted 
in. In the meantime Weyler himself has 
been ostentatiously parading his offers of 
service to the government, with the assur- 
ance that he was backed by both the people 
and the military, and implied threats neither 
to resign nor to accept recall, while there 
have been rumors that Spanish residents of 
the Ouban capital. have been leaving for 
Spain in large numbers in anticipation of 
serious disorders. 

There may have been some exaggeration 
in these reports, but there seems to have 
been none in reference to the attitude of 
Weyler and his immediate followers. The 
Sagasta Cabinet appears to have had a 
true conception of the situation, however; 
The order of recall has been issned, and 
while it.is couched in diplomatic language 
the people and the military are teld with 
significant plainness that the recent demon- 
strations have had a very different effect 
from that intended by those participating 
. jn them—that instead of securing the object 
aimed at they have only tended to “ dimin- 
ish the authority of the Captain General 
in whose interest they are made.”’ 

It would have been difficult for the new 
Cabinet to indicate its determination to per- 
sist in its change of policy and put its re- 
buke of Weyler and his partisans in Havana 
in clearer terms. ‘To the fact thar the Cab- 
inet understands his game and is deter- 
mined to meet it with boldness and prompt- 
ness is no doubt due the mildness with 
which the Butcher Genera] has accepted his 
humiliation, as shown by his later an- 
nouncement that he has no purpose to “ put 
obstacles in the way of the government.”

The only point entirely clear in the present 
situation appears to be that the cunning 
Dous are playing for time—seeking to pre- 
vent intervention by the United States and 
wear out the Cuban patriots by procrastina- 
tion. Is our government going to be focled 
by this policy, or will it-put its foot down 
once for all and by immediate intervention 
put a stop to this murderous war?. 


IMMIGRATION AND ILLITERACY. 

Under the foregoing title the North Amer- 
icah Review for October contains a note- 
worthy article by Prescott F. Hall, Sec-: 
retary of the Immigration Restriction 
league. Mr. Hall’s main contention is for 
an educational test to bar out all immi- 
grants who carnot read and write their 
own language, and he fortifies his argu- 
ments with some interesting and significant 
facts. : 

That the immigration laws at present in 
force are not particularly efficacious must 


| be admitted from the simple fact that the 


persons debarred and returned under these 
laws are but a paltry fraction of 1 per cent 
It is practically 
impossible to say whether or not a man will 
become a burden on the State within a year 
by looking at him or at his purse, and the re- 
sult is that the slums-of our great cities are 
daily growing at an alarming rate from 
this source. The importance of the mat- 
ter lies not only in the fact that our slums 
are almost wholly of foreign growth, but 
also in the less widely realized fact that the 
slum elements come from the countries 
which have most markedly increased their 
immigration in the last ten Years. In other 
words, immigration as at present allowed 
is feeding the slums faster than it is filling 
vacant positions or lands. 

Immigration during the ten years from 
1880 to 1890 amounted to 5,246,613 souls, 
or over 35 per cent of the total immigra- 
tion from 1820 to 1890. Previous to 1870 
three-quarters of all immigrants came from 
the races of northwestern Europe—the 
United Kingdom, France, Germany, and 
Scandinavia. By 1880 these countries were 
sending us only three-fifths, and in 1896 
only two-fifths, of the total immigration. 
On the other hand, southern and eastern 
Italy, Poland, 
and Russia—which in 1869 sent less than 
one-hundredth of the total immigration, in 
1896 sent us over one-half. A most pro- 
found change has taken place in the char- 
acter of the foreign elements admitted to 
our society, and the immigration question 
is much graver than it was a dozen years 
ago. 

On an average it is found that the for- 
eign element ‘furnishes one and. one-half 
times as many criminals, two and one-third 
times as many insane pe1sons, and three 
times as many paupers as the native ele- 
ment. In Massachusetts in 1895 the crim- 
inals of foreign birth outnumbered those 
of native birth ten to one—and Massa- 
chusetts does not get the worst class of 
immigrants by any means. Irom the 
prison reports of that State Mr. Hall de- 


, . > 
duces a certain progression in the number 


of eriminals furnished by each of the na- 
tionalities. Thus Germany gives 3.6 per 
thousand, ‘Scandinavia 5.1, Russia _ 7.9, 
Austria 10.4, Hungary 15.4, Poland 16.0, 
and Italy 18.2. The native born give 2.7 
criminals to the thousand and the foreign 
born 5.4, or just twice as many. 

Turning now to the figures on illiteracy, 
one is startled to find a progression almost 
exactly parallel to the foregoing progression 
in criminality. In 1896 the percentage of 
illiteracy among the Scandinavians was Icss 
than 2, among Germans less than 3, Eng- 
lish 5, Seotch 6, Irish 7, Greeks 26, Kus 
sians 41, Austro-Hungarians 45, Italians 
55. In other words, the nations that have 
so largely increased their immigration since 
1880 ure at once the most illiterate and the 
most undesirable. Moreover, they form the 
element that has neither the ability nér the 
ambition to till the ground or to do any 
skilled work—the element that makes the 
slums. 

Those of foreign birth or parentage form 
77 per cent of the total population of the 
slum districts in Baltimore, 90 per cent in 
Chicago, 95 per cent in New York, 91 per 
eent in Philadelphia, What is worse, these 
foreign colonies are drawn from the illit- 
erate nations. Southeastern Europe has 
furnished three times as many as north- 
western Europe in Baltimore, nineteen 
times as many in New York, twenty times 
as many in Chicago, and seventy-one times 
as many in Philadelphia, In other words, 
the slums of our largest cities are a foreign 
product and the present immigration laws 
are powerless to prevent their rapid in- 
crease. y 

“Do we want this country to be peopled 
British, German, and Scandinavian 
stock, historically free, energetic, progress- 
ive,’ asks Mr. Hall, “or by Sluv, Latin, 
and Asiatic races, historically downtrodden, 
atavistic, and stagnant? The facts are that 
ever four-fifths of our recent immigrants 
are utterly unskilled in any employment, 
while of some races which have been in- 
creasing in immigration of late, such as 
Italians, nearly nine-tenths are laborers,” 

Just here another important point is 
worthy of note. In proportion as this inilux 
of unskilled foreign labor has increased the 
Americans have withdrawn from the man- 
ual pursuits thus invaded, producing at 
times a large contingent of Americans who 
eould not find congenial employment. ‘The 
‘result has been that these men have not 


-married, or, if they have married, they 


have refused to increase the sise of their 
families until they had the means to raise 
their children above the lowest sucial class 
into which they were thrown. This is one 
cause of the halving of the American birth 
rate. On the other hand, the birth raie of 
iHiterate immigrants is not only uncheched, 
but their children remain almost as illit- 
erate as themselves. 

On the whole Mr. Hall makes a strong 
case to the effect that the illiterate are un- 
} Opsienhie and that the undesirable are iflit- 

te,. It is to be expected that a test 
t seoning and writing would keep out edu- 
ted criminals and anarchists, But, as the

Such is the summing up of Mr, Hall’s 
argument. He holds with reason that the 
ability to read and write their own language 
is no exorbitant thing to demand of men 
who ask to join our democracy. ‘The statue 
of Liberty in New York harbor holds in one 
hand a torch and in the other a book, which 
may be interpreted as meaning not merely 
that immigrants shall be educated to a 
higher degree after they get*here but that 
they must be able to read the fundamental 
law of the land by the light of Liberty's 
torch before they have a right to land. 


THE MYSTERY UNVEILED. 

Governor Tanner stated the other day 
that he changed his mind about going to 
Nashville because the members of his staff 
were “all fearful of the yellow fever and 
objected to going, and I didn’t care about 
going without them.” And then the Gov- 
ernor added proudly: “As for myself, I 
feared nothing.” He gave proof of that 
when he signed the Allen law. 

Who were the staff officers who flunked? 
Tue TrRipune has endeavored to find out, 
and has sutceeded at last. It heard froma 
baker’s dozen of them on Friday, not one 
of whom would admit that he was afraid 
he might make the acquaintance bof the 
yellow fever at Nashville. Some of them 
did not fee] like making the trip. One had 
sickness in the family. Another had a 
strike in his coal mine. Anothcr had to 
attend court. The others were ready and 
anxious to go. They hoped to dazzle the 
eyes of Southern girls with their fine 
clothes. 

So when the Governor states that all 
the members of his staff were panic-stricken 
and that he alone was fcarless he exag- 
gerates considerably. And in doing so he 
has accused of cowardice those gallant men 
whom he has gathered around him, and 
who declare emphatically that they were 
ready to go south of the Ohio when he was 
prepared to lead’the way. 

A dispatch from Colonel Gates, printed 
in today’s Trrsunz, explains who the 
timid Colonels were and clears up the cloud 
which the Governor’s statement had cast 
on the reputation of the others.

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SLUGBALL ARMOR, 
Tue Cnuicaaco TRIBUNE in its last Sunday 
issue printed a cut of a slugball player ar- 


‘rayed in the field costume for 1897. The 


cut shows that the player is incased in an 
armor of leather and padding until he rep- 
resents nothing in the heavens above, the 
earth below, or the waters underneath, 
He“is almost a solid mass of pads. His 
head is protected by a strong leather har- 
ness, consisting of bands going over and 
around it and aspongeonthetopofit. Be- 
sides the strong cap there are a forehead 
band, a false. nose, ear protectors, a cheek 
guard, and a chin guard. The shoulders 
and elbows are protected by huge leather 
bunches, the arms are enveloped in soft 
wool and leather, the wrisés are stoutly 


| banded, and the hands incased in stout, 


tightly fitting gloves. The hips are padded 
and bound with leather. The knees are 
also padded and the shins are protected 
with cork, covered with leather or canvas. 
To guard against wrenches and disloca- 
tions the player uses pure rubber bands, 
which are fitted closely over the shoulder 
blade, elbow, wrist, hips, knees, and ankles: 
This is the regulation armor now in use by 
the players of slugbal], They go to this gen- 
tle game much as the medieval knights 
went to war or a battleship goes into ac- 
tion, incased in armor at every vulnerable 
point, prepared to inflict as much punish- 
ment as possible upon their opponents while 
they receive as little as possible themselves, 

The armament of the slugbal]l player 
grows in strength, thickness, and quality 
every season. It is not unlikely that two 
or three seasons hence they may be obliged 
to incase themselves in Harveyized, nicke!- 
plated armor during that considerable por- 
tion of the year in which they abandon the 
legitimate work of the university, for which 
their parents pay roundly; and devote them- 
selves to slugging, mauling, wrenching, dis- 
locating, permanently crippling, and some- 
times killing the members of rival teams, in 
spite of the leather, canvas, and cork armor 
which is now universally employed to guard 
against the dangers of this manly and alto- 
gether gentle game. It is probable that in- 
ventive ingenuity may at last devise an 
armor which will be a perfect guaranty 
against personal injury. In that case the

Secretary Gage referred in his Peoria 
address to the distrust or hate with which 
so many view the millionaires dr all men 
of large wealth. This is a feeling which 
finds expression in the assertion of the 
Kansas Populist orator that “no man can 
acquire a hundred thousand dollara in a 
long lifetime unless he dges it by robbery.” 
The reply of the Secretary was that gen- 
erally the wealth possessed by sucessful 
men of business had™ not been drawn from 
previously accumulated product of toil 
industry then resting in the hands of 
people,” but had been created by its 
rs. Furthermore, of the wealth 
ted by them “the much larger share 

to the people.” 

his is a plain statement of a truth which 
intelligent men have recognized for years. 
e captains of industry and the inventors 
® primarily makers of wealth, and the 
tions of the people to them are very 
t, though the demagogues will not ad- 


it not been for the discovery of im- 
proved methods of making and doing things 
oak keen-witted men and the utilization of 
those discoveries by men of superior busi- 

ability. 

The two classes of minds must go to 
gether. There must be the genius of the 
inventor to devise automatic machinery 
which will enable oné man to do the work 
ofadozen, There must be also the captain 
of | industry, with his command of capital, 
his organizing capacity, and his ability to 
find markets for the products of the in- 
ventor’s machinery. 

If there had been no such men since 1830- 
’40—if all that they have done since then 
had not been done—the accumulated wealth 
of the country would not be one-tenth what 
it is. The population would be less than a 
third of what it is, and nearly all the people 
would be poor. The man who had a hun- 
dred thousand dollars would be a veritable 
plutocrat. 

No matter how hard the masses might 
toil or how severe the economy they 
might practice, they would still be very 
poar; their standard of living low and 
scanty; living lives of enforced penury, 
want, and destitution, the farming classes 
suffering the most for the comforts of life 
and paying out the most sweat for the little 
they-could earn or make iu their always 
pioneer condition, The lack of labor saving 
transportation facilities alone would keep 
them poor, as they could not reach market 
with their scanty surplus products. and 
would have to pay double for what they 
purchased. The farmers of the interior owe 
all they have to the railroads. It is true 
there would be no railroad millionaires or 
plutocrats—but it is also true that the want 

ilways would have kept millions of our 
people in enforced poverty, and deprived of 
employment the million of men who find 
work now on 200,000 miles of railway for 
good wages, whereby they are able to sup- 
port a million families. Tens of thousands 
of them prosper and gain wealth. Suppose 
the McCormick harvesters, reapers, mowcrs, 
etc., had not been invented, and the thrash- 
ing machines, cultivatots, improved plows, 
and| other improved farm machines had re- 
mained in about the state they were in 
1830-'40. Then the farmers would have t 
work fully four times as much for a given 
output of agricultural] products. 

Those labor-saving machines have quad- 
rupled their abilty to produce crops in sur- 
plus, A farmer’s family can now raise at 
léast four times as much per year as his 
grandfather’s family could in 1830-40. 
The| farmer now escapes in great measure 
the terribly hard toil of reaping, mowing, 
thrashing, and harvesting, and also mar- 
keting his crops at long distances from his

Uni States worth more than $10,000 
each to five in 1840, and they can buy far 
more of the needs of life for a dollar than 
their grandfathers could do then under the

Capital in the form of money earns noth- 
ing unless it is invested in making things 
and doing some industrial work, It must 
be used in buying new materials and manu- 
facturing them into forms for consumption 
and finding a market for them.

The trail becomes rougher, the 
last human habitation—a native hut—is left 
behind, and the new lava is ahead. I had 
to learn by. personal observation what a 
lava flow means. This one is only ten years 
old, for it squeezed itself out of the earth as 
recently as 1887. The trail is. straight 
enough. It leads up and down for miles 
ahead, as the crow would fly if a crow ever 
fiew across this desolate region. At every 
step the horse sinks into the cinders up to 
his fetlocks. The landscape is an area of 
great cinders, with gigantic blow holes, 
causeways, chasms, and abysses, varied 
here and there by great bowlders standing 
out as stubborn sentinels. It was a weary, 
dreary ride of several hours with no hint 
that living beings ever traversed the path 
Save the water bottles that were strewn 
along the way. 

Hawaiian Sugar Production. 


Emerging from the lava, Kahuku ranch 
is a rare feast for th® eyes. It stretches fur 
away up the green slope of the mountain 
and down into thelowlands, After two days 
of coffee lands, forest wilderness, and lava 
beds, I had almost forgotten that Hawali 


. is the greatest sugar producing island of the 


group. The cane fields, which came into view 
in rounding the trail from the ranch, re- 
minded me ofit. They spread from the sea 
far up the mountainside. The villages of 
Waiohinu and Naaleho were also in sight. 
These Hawalian villages near the sugar 
plantations, with their white cottages peep- 
ing out from the green foliage. are as re- 
freshing to the eye as the v’Hages neen 
through the notches of the White Moun- 
tains in summer. Nor are the cburcher and 
the schoolhouses lacking. They stand [forth 
as clearly as in New England communities, 
and the low. church steeples are of the sume 
plain architecture. 

Riding along the one street which leads 
from Waiohinu to Naaileho, I had a sugges- 
tion that the native Hawaiian lads are get- 


was an exciting game of baséball. Th2play- 
ing was spirited, as the batter, perhaps an 
Hawalian Casey, sent the ball crashing into 
one of the cottages and made the home base 
before it wasfound, The shouts which went 
up told plainly that a close score had been 
broken. In the other villages 1 have seen 
games just as exciting. It appears to bea 
favorite sport with the Hawalian youths. 
Spending the night at Naaleho, I improved

race and labor questions. The Japanese held 
hands in this neighborhood have proved 
troublesoiie. The Chinese are preferred. 
Nevertheless, the Japanese have got a strong 
foothold. Their ** coffee saloons " and stores 
ire crowding the Chinese shopkcepers. The 
jlantation managers are worried over the 
ianger of Asiatic domination, which to them 
neans Japanese domination. One of them 
oid me that, while annexation might bring 
labor troubles in its wake, he believed the 
.ssue between Asiatic and American civiliza- 
(jon must come anyhow, and it could best be 
settled under the sway of the United Siates. 
His own plan was a system ef coipcrative 
cultivation of the sugar cane by white labor. 
Mr. Pritchard, the manager of the telephone 
iines in this district, told me it was not true 
ihat the British subjects in Hawaii were 
against annexation. He is a Canadian who 
bears a medal for services in the Riel re- 
bellion in the Northwest. Mr. Pritchard is 
strongly in favor of Hawaii becoming part 
of the American commonwealth. 


Labor and Nationalities. 


It is only a few hours from Naaleho to 
Pahala. I have arranged to stop at Pahala 
for a time to study isolated plantation life. 
Mr. Walton, the manager, is from Massachu- 
setts, but has been on the islands a dogen 
years or more and has been through all 
stages of. sugar-raising.

There is a settlement near here 
where they cultivate a field of sugarcane 
of their own, and we grind it for them at 
the mill, I don’t think it is much of a suc- 
cess. We have ‘ cofiee barons ’ among our 
own laborers—that is, men who have saved 
money and bought shares in those Japanese 
companies which are trying to raise coffee. 
They ga into these things recklessly, and 
I am afraid the results will be disappointing. 
‘The native Hawaiians are not bad work- 
ers, but they will not save, They get good 
wages, and many of them have lands which 
they lease. They are an amiable people, 
easy to get along with, and I do not think 
they have any cause of complaint against

| Coffee District Near Hilo. 
Fillo, Island of Hawaii, Sept. 10, via Hon- 
olt!u and San Francisco.—Coffee and sugar- 
cane divide the attention of this, the wind- 
ward, side of the island. The cane fields 
éround Hilo are a vision of green ‘and- 
scape. The people are proud of them, but 
their pride is tempered by an ‘unsubdued 
exuitation in the coffee that lies a little 
further off, up the voleano road. ° 
Coming down from the volcano I saw 
much and heard more of coffe a 
sunrise visit to the smoking pit of Kilauea 
was the only way of varying the one theme. 
It is possible to forget coffee for awhile 
after leaving the volcano because the height 
is too great for the bushes to grow. The 
groves of young ohea trees, with their 
soapy leaves, must first be passed, and the 
forest of giant oheas at the lower levels 
traversed. Then the coffee begins where 
the tree ferns are thickest. The rankness 
Of the vegetation is half tropical. 

The volcano road was originally built as 
@ tourist thoroughfare, with no thought of 
the riches of soil it opened. Now, how- 
ever, its advantages are understood and 
appreciated. The government has feserved 
a strip on each side, which will insure pre- 
Rerving the forest fringing for the road. 
Tho coffee clearings are just beyond. This 
thirty mile drive from the volcano to Hilo 
is magnificent. Ten or fifteen years hence 
under the development of the surrounding 
country which will follow annexation it 
will not be surpassed anywhere in the 
world. Already there are many charming 
Villas along the way. , 

Going down from the volcano the Puna 
district is to the right towards the sea and 
the Olaa district on the left along the 
tnountain. They are rivals in coffee grow- 
ing. Puna boasts of many fine coffee plan- 
tations, which claim to produce a berry 
ready for pulping in three years. Olaa, 
lying further up, grows something besides 
coftee. It seems to have inexhaustible ag- 
ricultural resources. Next to a flourishing 
vofteé field I saw some fine corn, and acrcss 
the road banana groves and a small pineap- 
ple plantation adjoining a big potato patch. 

Hilo has the sea in front of it, and the 
hills in ridges and cones back of it. The 
town is more tropical in its vegetation than 
Honolulu, but has less heat. Honolulu, as 
the commercial and political capital of all 
the islands, affects to sneer at the aspira- 
tions of Hilo, and calis it a “‘ boom ” town. 
The village has some of the marks of a new 
Western community. Town lots, all of them 
choice bargains? have been laid out, and 
many local improvements have been 
projected. The electric light and telephone 
are already there. The streets are well 
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paved, and the roads leading into the country 
are good. 


Hilo has a mixed population, each ndtion- 


ality keeping its characteristics. Here the 
Chinese have not yet been crowded back by 
the Japanese, though the latter are pushing 
them hard. Both these Asiatic races could 
be spared without material damage to this 
progressive community. The Portuguese are 
quite numerous. Some of them have come 
out from the colonies at Jacksonville and 
Springfield; UL~- They are a valuable element. 
The native Hawalians in and around Hilo 
seem to be for the most part in comfortable 
circumstances. 
were pointed out to me as the property of

The American element at Hilo has some 


traits of its own. Blsewhere in the islan: 
the Americans are either of New England 
stock or are from the Pacific coast. Here 
there is a sprinkling from the middle Statcs. 


The Western folks are the active, pushing 
men who see the opportunities around them. 
They complain with some justice of the old 
missionary families. These old families are 


well settled with plenty of good land for 


themselves. They are satisfied with the 
existing order, and-do. not like the bustle 
which the newcomers cause. So they hold 
back, and are not doing much for the ad- 
vancement of the téwn. But this will not 
last long. ‘ 

Hilo has high hopes ofannexation. A few 
of the Scotch plantation managers, who are ‘ 
ultra loyal British subjects, are distrustful 
of the effect. They profess to believe that 
the readjustment of labor conditions will 
be a serious problem. But plantation man- 
agers who are Americans are ready to meet 
the change, and nearly everybody else wants 
to be under the flag. 

During the monarchy everything centered 
in Hunolulu to the exclusion of the other 
islands. More liberality is shown by the. 
present government, though a grievance Is 
yet felt that too much authority is central- 
ized in Honolulu. With annexation a rem- 
edy for these ills of state will be found, and 
a system of local self-government will be es- 
tablished whichwill be in harmony with the 


group.

Opinions on Annexation. 


A view of the native Hawalian character 
was given me by Mr. B. G. Hitchcock, the 
Circuit Judge. He is from one of the mis- 
sionary families and his life has been passed 
on the isiands.. 

‘The natives,” he said, “ have had bad 
white advisers. They have been told that if 
they refrained from supporting the govern- 
ment they would get the monarchy back. 
They care nothing for the monarchy as 
such, but many of them would like a native 
government because they think the laws 
would be more loosely enforced. But when 
they realize that the monarchy is dead for- 
ever and their choice is between the pres- 
ent government and the United States, the 
majority of them will be for annexation. 
The present generation lacks the sturdy 
qualities of the old Kanakas. They will not 
fish and till the soil as their fathers did. 
They want ‘equal rights’ with the white 
people to drink liquor and have a good time 
without working. So thefthafe under au- 
thority and are sullen towards the govern- 
ment. But they will all asquiesce in an- 
nexation.’’ >

tions: the driving of piles, commencing end 
ending in soft clay. These piles, after being 
driven and water conducted to the surfuce of 
the pile and through the broken fragments 
of clay, are then in condition to take a 
downward move when the weight of the 
structure is placed upon them. If a ledge 
formation could be found within a reason- 
able distance from the surface, iron caissons 
extending to the ledge filled with concrete 
would be beyond a question a perfect founda- 
tion. Next in point of perfection to the iron 
caisson is the driving of a thorough line of 
tight sheet piling about thirty feet long 
around the outer foundation wall of build- 
ing, the head of the sheet piling s> con- 
nected with outer wall of building as to 
prevent any water from passing between 
the sheet piling and wall under the struc- 
ture. The object of this piling 1s to cut the 
percolations of water that are conducted 
by the sand and gravel strata through the 
clay, keeping it soft and unreliable for sus- 
taining heavy structures. By cutting off 
the supply of water the clay, sand, and 
gravel will form a solid compact that will 
resist the weight of any structure. Clay, 
when dry or partially go, will sustain very 
heavy pressure; perfectly reliable to stand 
the weight of any. structure. The sheet 
piling will be kept wet from water outside 
the inclosure, and consequently will last for 
all time. Water cannot get through the 
sheet piling, neither can it get up through 
the clay to reach the bed stone or founda- 
tion. The settling of the foundations is not 
the result of the whole formation under the 
structure going down. The settling is caused 
by theaction of water under.the foundation 
softening the clay by.Jlong standing to that 
extent that it is powerless to resist the im- 
mense weight of the’structure.~ The seitling 
of our buildings is not gradual, it is sudden. 
When the water under the foundation has so 
softened the clay that it cannot resist the 


pressure from weight ofthe structure, thé |

CLOTHES FOR DESERVING POOR 


Worthy Charity Conducted on a Unique 
Plan by Women of En- 
glewood. , 


The Clothing bureau, which is a branch 
of the Englewood Bureau of Charities and 
which has been located at the Lend-a-Hand 
Settlement at the curner of Sixty-ninth 
and: Carpenter streets, will continue as a 
permanent institution. This Clothing bu- 
reau is not so much a charity as a philan- 
thropy for the reason that the poor peopis 
who. come there to be clothed must pay a 
small sum for each garment. The price is 
merely nominal, but it takes away that 
feeling that one is receiving charity, and 
saves the self-respect. There was such a 
rush for the place when it opened for the 
first time, and not alone from the immediate 
district, that it was thought it coyld not be 
maintained. 

‘But its, connection with the Bureav of 
Charities and the small amount of red tape 
necessary for admission to the rooms alone 
obviate all difficulties. Now it is neces- 
sary for the applicant to present his case 
with full particulars as to his necessities, 
and it is investigated by the friendly vis- 
itors. If the applicant is found to be a 
worthy object he is given a card of admis- 
sion to the salesfoom. These sales take 
place twice a week, and they seem‘to filla 
long felt want. The applicant is allowed to 
miake purchases from thie stock already on 
hand, or is allowed to come to the sewing- 
room and learn to sew and make such gar- 
ments as the family may be In the greatest 
need of. 

This sewing-room is in charge of Mrs. L. 
Brown and the women.are taught to sew 
and also to cut garments for their fami- 
lies. Mrs. Brown superintends the work 
and inspects all of it before it is allowed 
to be taken out. Each w must pay a 
small price, merely nominal, for the gar- 
ments when done. This systematized plan 
is working wonders among the poor of the 
district and is doing much more good than 
in the oid way of handing out garments free 
to every applicant even when prope in- 
vestigated by the visitors. These poor peo- 
ple need help and are getting it without be- 
ing made paupers.

Liverpool Shows Fractional Cenees-

Markets Sensitive to Drought Re- 
ports ‘Here and from Argentina— 
Prices Are Generally Higher—Fair 
Export Business Announced. | 


The people Who believe in enforcing the 


‘yules against speculative trading on holl- 
‘days and out of hours had just cause for 


complaint yesterday. There were’ more 
traders on the curb than on any recent holl- 
day and there was'a much greater show of 
animation in the corriders of the board than 
there was tn the wheat pit during a great 
part of Friday. The results of the recent 
development of bullish sentiment were ap- 
parent and the crowd apparently was dis- 
posed +o act on considerations which seemed 
to have but little effect on prices Friday. 

All the otttside markets were open, which, 
of course, was one reason for the interest 
shown by speculators in the curb trading. 
The bullish impetus came from the sea- 
board markets rather than from Liverpool. 
Liverpool, in fact, was quiet and fraction- 
ally lower at the opening. Paris at the 
opening was off 5 centimes on the deferred 
delivery and flour was off 15 to 20 centimes.

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GOOD WORK AMONG THE POOR. 


St. Mary’s of Nazareth’s Hospital and 
the Help It Affords to Chi- 
cago’s Poor. 


The modest brick building at the corner 
of Paulina and West Division streets, which 
is known as the Hospital of St. Mary’s of 
Nazareth, is overcrowded with patients and 
the doctors and nurses are in despair at 
having to refuse admittance to numbers who 
daily beg to be takenin. All they can do is 
to dispense medicine and advice and assure 
the disappointed sufferers that as soon as 
there is a vacancy they shall have more 
care and attention. Yesterday several cases 
demanding hospital nursing had to be sent 
away. One woman, however, was so serious- 
ly ill that the superintendent gave up her 
bed in order that the patient might have the 
necessary treatment, which it was impossi- 
ble for her to have in her own home. 

Three years ago the Sisters of Nazareth, 
realizing the necessity for a hospital in this 
populous part of the city, gave the house 
originally used ‘as a home by members of 
their order for the use of the sick who daily 
thronged their doors. In order to raise 
funds for furnishing a bazaar was given, 
the proceeds of which enabled them to con- 
vert the house into a small hospital. The 
accommodations were extremely limited, 
thirty beds being all that the size of the 
building permitted; the operating-room was 
far too small, as were also the dispensary 
and the office, but with all its drawbacks 
the institution during its short existence has 


' taken care of numbefless men, women, and 


children. The lot adjoining the house was 
purchased and serves in summer as a gnrden 
for convalescents. 

To the west of the lot stands a two-story 
frame store building, which has been re- 
cently bought, with the hope that sufficient 
fundg could be raised to fit it up as an annex 
to the hospital, with a connecting corridor 
between the two buildings. This would give 
twenty additional beds. Just now, however, 
at the beginning of winter, when the neces- 
sity of greater accommodation is imperative, 
the committee finds itself wholly unable t6 
continue the work, which is at a standstill 
owing to the lack of funds. 

The staff consists of physicians high in the 
profession and connected with some of the 
largest hospitals in the city, men who gladly 
give, without pecuniary recompense, much 
= their time to help this struggling institu- 

on. 

“It is a work deserving the attention ef 
philanthropists,’ said the doctor in charge 
yesterday. “‘In the midst of thousands of 
the city’s poorest people, who have not a 
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choose first a place you'll not want to 
move out of—then see that in case you 
should want tochange, there'd be a profits 
in the sale of the property.

output, and the mills and reduction works 
are turning out more bullion than in any 
preceding year. All the four methods of 
treating gold ores, the amalgamation, 
chlorination, cyanide, and smelting, are car- 
ried on in the hills with the greatest success, 
and in some of the largest works in exist- 
ence. At Ragged Top thirty. tons of ore 
from the Flora B. yielded $7,000. There is 
a ledge of this ore three feet wide. At the 
Dacy an 800-pound bowldér has been un- 
earthed that is worth $100, and four tons 
of rock have been shipped the last week 
that have netted $2, a ton. The ter 
has produced from one pocket since July 
$22,000, and the léssees are looking now for } 
another. pocket. 

Seattle, Wash.—The excitement over the 
gold discoveries in the foothills of Mount 
Baker still continues, and the whole popu- 
lace has turned out from farms, villages, and 
‘cities. The léad, as far as prospected, ex- 
tends about 3,000 feet, and is from two to 
five feet wide, specimen assays going over 
$10,000 gold, but other assays are anywhere 
from $20 upward. The mines are about 
forty miles east of Sumas on the Interna- 
tional railroad. The Copper Queen. com- 
pany, whose properties are on Silver Creek, 
has been steadily developing them this sea- 
son and has accumulated enough ore on the 
dumps to entitle it to rank among the ship- 
ping and prcducing mines of the Cascades. 
It is packing over.a ten-mile trail to Index 
Station, on the Great Northern. The Forty- 
five company, which is interested In fourteen 
claims in Silverton district, \s now giving em- 
ployment to seventy men; and is opening 
up the property in excellent shape. There 
are 4,000 tons of ore on the dumps and 
in sight, valued at $150,000, and When the 
new tramways are completed the company 


will be able to make dally shipments of / 


fifty tons. 

Butte, Mont.—Madison County has become 
famous as ‘a gold producer, and if it keeps 
up its mineral production jt will be second 
only to that of Silver Bow County. More 
work is being done in the ‘mines than ever 
before. Millis and smelters are going up all 
over the county and a large number of pros- 
pectors are swarming over the country than 
ever before in that séction. Besides the im- 
portant works at Gaylord, Sheridan, and 
Twin Bridges, there is very active mining 
in the Tobacco Root range. This range is 
ribbed with gold ledges, and there are now 
about 1,000 prospectors. on. the mountains 
looking for rich clatms. ‘county will 
onus fully $1,000,000 in this year.

Yale’s New Material. 

There is one fact that should give to 
Yale sympathizers considerable cause for 
encouragement even at the opening ef the 
season, and that is the presence of so many 
really big men among the new candidates 


for the team. And what makes this much 
better still, these men seem to have some 


i ty some years the great game has been 
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knowledge of football already and so are 
capable of actual work in a game, although 
that work needs quickening up materially. 

The most conspicuous ‘of these new men 
is perhaps Cadwallader, who comes with 
considerable reputation from Lawrenceville 
School, and who showed himself in the 
game with Wesleyan to be not only a guard 
of great strength and some activity, but 
also a place kicker of calm accuracy and 
fair distance. He made five successful tries 
‘at goal after touchdowns, one of them at 
a very difficult angle. Cutten, at center, is 
enormousiy strong and solidly built, while 
McGee, Brown, Allen, and Post (the latter 
two being tried as heavy men for tackles) 
are others of the new big men. Yale should, 
‘therefore, have a strong line as far as 
weight is concerned, and the efforts of the 
best of Yale coaches will be directed to- 
wards making them individually quick and 
collectively harmonious in their move- 
ments. 

The criticism that can be made today of 
the work of these forwards is that they 
are slow, that they do not as a whole follow 
out the play with either thoroughness or 
enthusiasm after the ball has been fairly 
‘started. Time and again in the earlier 
games the openings for the Yale runner 
were blocked by their opponents before 


criticised. There was, however, too much 
delay in locating the direction and policy of 
the opponents’ attack, and the work of 
downing a runner too often devolved upon 
one man, who happened to get through and 
intercept the play. Nevertheless they 
suffered no long runs to be made against 
them in either the Wesleyan or the Trinity 
game. 

The criticism to be made-of the backs is 
one that is characteristic of this time of the 
season, They are slow in starting and in 
forming the interference. This fault ap- 
plies more to their efforts through the line 
than to runs around the end, for in the lat- 
ter respect they have been unusually suc- 
cessful, aided by good interference of the 
end and quarter back. Against Wesleyan 
the center plays could not be relied upon to 
gain the necessary ground, the fault lying 
with the forwards as well as with the backs. 
Kiefer, Corwin, Gilmore, and Ransom 
made the most effective gains for Yale. 
The latter, having played on the University 
of California eleven, is, unfortunately for , 
Yale, ineligible to play against Harvard or 
Princeton. Chamberlain, who played cen- 
ter last year on one of the lightest elevens 
Yale has ever had, is being tried bchind the 
line and bids fair to become a strong man 
to buck the center. : 

At this early period indications point to a 
fairly heavy team, which, if able to play a 
fast game, should progress favorably. The 
development of a first-class team will de- 
pend upon the ability of the coaches to turn 
raw candidates into real football players 
and upon the aptitude of these mcn to re- 
ceive and apply the knowledge thus of- 
fered them. 

Efforts are being made t@riig Princeton 
and Pennsylyania together once more, but 


strong points of the various teams are, and 
work has been directed accordingly. The 
laments which have come from the different 
teams and the showings made against op- 
ponents do not exactly correspond. 

As several old players say, they are all 
Yaling it, although Yale is not sending out 
its bearish reports this year. They proved 
to be too true last year and seem to have 
discouraged the blue reports. 

Of the Western teams Wisconsia perhaps 
led in its doleful plaints, but from recent 
developments the cardinal will have one of 
the best teams in the West. But of all the 

lugubrious laments Northwestern has th 
worst. Northwestern has a great lot of bi 
fellows who in a couple of years might be 
star men, but they do not know the gam 
and it is taking all the work of the coach 
to try to get them into condition. The 
seems to be a spirit of dissatisfaction in the 
team which presages ill for its success. 


Van Doozer’s Hard Task. 

The heavy men with whom Coach Van 
Doozer is struggling are not giving th 
satisfaction that the coach could wish, bu 
it is pretty certain they will come out all 
right, sume of the critics say, despite the 
plaints from the Methodist institution. 

Michigan wails over a loss of heavy men 
and the unavailability of the big men it has 
to choose from, and the varsity team which 
has been given out is lighter than the Wol- 
verines are used to.

MME. MODJESKA TO PLAY AGAIN. 


Noted A ¢Is in Chicago Rehéarsing 
to Appeaf'in Stage Roles After 
Twe Years’ Absence. 


“TIT am very happy at the idea of return- 
ing to the stage after two years of enforced 
absence from it,” sald Mme. Modjeska at 
the Victoria Hotel last evening. She had 
just entered after a hard day's work at 
the Grand Opera-House, where she had been 
arranging her company and reheursing for 
her approaching tour.

MUSICAL. ; 


INCE Mr. Thomas’ return from Fair- 
haven rehearsals have been in daily 
progress for the orchestra concerts 
which begin’ on Oct. 22. The soloist 
list will not, as was last week dan- 

nounced, include Rosenthal, whose health 
has caused his physicians to forbid the 
American tour. His successor in the pro- 

rams has not yet been decided upon. Ro- 
genthal occupies, a position of peculiar in- 
terest to Chicago musicians through his 
long stay here during the illness and con- 
valescence of last winter.

The nov- 
elties by Glagounow include his new 
symphony No. 5, played last summer after 
the close of one season, by Henry Wood in 
London. There will also be played his 
‘Scenes de Ballet,’ comprising six numbers; 
second Valse de Concert, and Fantasia. 
Then, too, we have by Rimsky-Korsakopf, 
the most representative of the Russians, the 
Symphonic Poem founded on the Arabian 
Nights, 

““As we read the literature of different na- 
tions so we desire their music represented, 
and as we have American, German, Rus- 
sian, and Bohemian music, so also we should 
have the Italian. For this purpose I have 
chosen the symphony of Matucci, a man of 
good standing as a composer of chamber 
music. The second symphony by Saint- 
Saens has never been done here before and 
is seldom given, although it is beautiful mu- 
sic. I believe it has been played in Boston 
By Dvorak we shall have ‘ The Water Fay,’ 
and by Cowen a suite played last season in 
the London Philharmonic concerts."’ 

Mr. Thomas ts in excellent health and en- 
tirely recovered frem the rheumatism in 
the arms that for two years has troubled 
him more or less, and often made conducting 
a difficult as well as a painful matter. 

This season the plan of work mapped out 
by Mr. omas is even more prodigious than 
usual, including, as it does. in addition to 
the Chicago series, the extensive Eastern 
tour recently announced, and finally the Cin- 
cinnati May festival. 

A group of clubs in various parts of the 
city and in the suburbs has also been formed 
for the study of the compositions to be pre- 
sented in the orchestra concerts. The plan 
of study will be made by Mr. Thomas, who 
in this undertaking will have the assistance 
of Mr. Arthur Mees.

CHINESE PLAYS MAKE WAR. 


Frohman’s New Production Meets a 
Rival and the Fur May Be 
Expected to Fly. ” 


The war that has been waged recently in 
New, York City between rival managers and 
owners of Chinese plays bids fair to be 
transferred to this city. Francis Powers’ 
play depicting life in the Chinese quarters 
of San Francisco, when it was originally pro- 
duced in that city, opened up a new fleld of 
dramatic possibilities. There was a great 
deal of rivalry among the producing manag- 
ers of New York to Secure the play. Charles 
Frohman was the successful man. David 
Belasco had staged the play originally, and 
had also acquired an interest in it. At the 
time Frohman concluded his arrangements 
the play was drawing well tn San Francisca, 
and its owners, it is claimed, were reluctant 
to withdraw it as long as it was making so 
much money. As s00n as possible the play 
and company were transferred to New York, 
where it opened on Tuesday night last in 
the Manhattan TheaterNand scored a suc- 
cess.

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had it not been for the intervention of 
friends he declared that after the death 
of Hallam he would not huve continued to 
write. “The Dream of Fair Women ” be- 
gan in the first edition of 1832, with some 
stanzas about a man sailing in a balloon, 
but Tennyson did not like the “ balloon 
stanzas,” so they were cut out. But Edward 
Fitzgerald, who ought to know, insists upon 
it that they make a perfect poem by them. 
selves, without affecting the “ Dream.” 
The author remarks on the fragmentary 
character of these memoirs, and it is quite 


own books with the inscription: “ For the 
love I bear you as a man whose writings 
enlist my whole heart and admiration in 
their truth and beauty.” Cariyle loved 
Tennyson more as a man than es a poet. 
He admired his poetry as much as he could 
any poetry, but he thought writing verses 
rather a waste of time. 


Along in 1845 Tennyson accepted a pen- 
sion from the government, but he wrote to 
a friend: “ Something in that- word ‘ pen- 
sion * sticks in my gizzard.

Mrs. Proctor (Barry Cornwall’s*wife) once 
said to Hallam Tennyson: “ I have known 
three great poets—W ordsworth, Browning, 
and your father, and whén they chose they 
could be more prosaic and practical than 
anybody on earth.” This practical side 
Tennyson proved at the time his family 
moved te.High Beach in Epping Forest, for 
they say “he did not forget the kitchen 
utensils, and throughout the furniture was 
pretty and inexpensive.” . Tennyson could 
be pretty ig ee with his pen when he felt 
so inclined. “In a letter to R. M. Milnes, 
afterwards Lord Houghton, who wanted 
him to write for an annual edited by Lord 
Northampton, he wrote: “ Three summers 
back, provoked by the incivility of editors, 
I swore an oath I never would have again 
to do with their vapid books, and I brake it 
in the sweet: face of heaven when I wrote 
for Lady What’s-Her-Name-Wortley, but 
her sister wrote to Brookfield, and said that 
she (Lady W.) was beautiful, so I could not 
help it. But whether the Marquis be beau- 
tiful or not, I do not much mind., If he be 
let him thank God and make no boast.” To 
write for people with pretixes to their names 
is to milk he goats, there is neither honor 
nor profit.” Milnes was angry at this re- 
fusal, but his anger did not last long, par- 
ticularly as he did send something for the 
book. 

It was in the latter part of 1837 or the 
beginning of 1838 that Tennyson appears 
to have first become known in America. 
Dr. Rolfe of Cambridge wrote to Mr. Hal- 
lam Tennyson that “ R. W. Emerson some- 
how made acquaintance with the 1830 and 
1832 volumes about that time and delighted 
in lending them to his friends.” Tenny- 
son's poems were quite as popular in this 
country as in England; indeed, it is said 
more copies were sold here, but until the 
very last years of his life he received little 
or no copyright from their publication. 


Enjoyed Tours About London. 

Although Tennyson loved the country he 
also enjoyed the town, but only for a short 
time. “From time to time,” says his son, 
“he staid: in town and mingled with all 
sorts and conditions of. men. He always 
delighted in the ‘ central roar’ of London. 
Whenever he and I went to London one 
of the Srst things we did was to walk to 
the Strand and Fleet street. ‘Instead of 
the stucco houses in the West End this is 
the place where I should like t» live,’ he 
would say.” Generally he would stay at 
the Temple or in a Inn Fields, dining 
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not remunerate but kick out of society as 
barely’ respectable. For Calliope herself, 
as I have heard, never kept a gig, but 
walked barefoot about the sacred hill, no 
better than a common Irishwoman,” 


His Friendship for Carlyle. 

Carlyle. seemed to have had much of the 
same idea of his countrymen. Heand Ten- 
nyson were in the habit of walking about at 
night and he would rail against “ the gov- 
ernment of Jackasserie, which cared more 
for commerce than for the greatness of our 
empire;” or would rave against the stuccoed 
houses ‘in London as “ acrid putrescence,” 
or against the suburbs as a “ black jumble 
of black cottages where there used to be 
pleasant fields;”? and they would both agree 
that it wes “ growing into a strange chaos 
of odds and ends, this London.” They 
were not in the least afraid of one another, 
although many were afraid of them, and 
“they had long and free discussions on 
every conceivable subject, and once only 
almost -quarreled, when Carlyle asserted 
that Tennrson talked of poetry as ‘ high 
art,’’ which he flatly contradicted. ‘I 
never in my whole life spoke’ of “high 
art.” > 99 
. They had—both .of them—lost MSS. of 
their works; Carlyle his “ French Revolu- 
tion,”’ Tennyson his “ Poems, Chiefly Lyric- 
al.” When my father asked Carlyle how 
he felt after the disappearance of his MSS. 
he answered: “ Well, I just felt like a man 
swimming without water.” When Tenny- 
son lost the manuscript of these poems 
from his coat pocket he set to work and re- 
wrote them all. According to his brother 
Frederic, “ The invisible ink was made to 
reappear... All.the thoughts and fancies in 
their orderly series with their entire drapery 
of words srose and lived again.” 

When Tennyson visited Scotland in 1848 
he spent a day at Kirk Alloway by the 
monument of Burns, and wrote to his friend 
Aubrey de Vere: “I made a pilgrimage 
thither out: of love for the great peasant. 
They were gathering in the wheat, and the 
spirit of the man mingled, or seemed to 
mingle, with all Isaw. I know you do not 
care much for him, but I do, and hold that 
there never was immortal poet if he be 
not one.” Mr. de Vere, who was on terms 
of closest intimacy with Mr. Tennyson, 
describes how the latter read his poems. 
“I went to him very late each night,” he 
writes, “and he read many of the poems to 
me, or discussed them to me until the early 
hours: of the morning. The tears often 
ran down his face as he read, without 
the slightest apparent consciousness of 
them on his part. The pathos and grandeur 
of these poems were greatly increased by 
the voice, which rather intoned than re- 
cited them, and which, as was obvious, 


could not possibly have given them utter- 


ance in any manner not thus musical.

In 1853 Tennyson bought the house Far- 
ringford on the Isle of Wight, and there he 
lived for forty years. He seldom came to 
London, but London and all the world 
came to him. Sometimes he was gracious, 
at other times ungracious. In every in- 
stance in these two volumes where Ameri- 
can visitors are spoken of it is with kind- 
ness, often with affection. They are in no 
instance described as intruders. The few 
Americans that he knew Tennyson seems 
to have liked, and with some formed an 
intimate friendship. No one can blame 
him for wanting to live his own life in the 
quiet of his family. He loved his wife and 
he loved his children, and be wanted to be 
with them and enjoy their society. A fa- 
rorite saying of his was: * Make the lives 
of children as happy and beautiful as pessi- 
ble.” In the latter years of his life his 
grandchildren loved a romp with him and 
enjoyed their drives, when he would fight 
them with newspapers or-play “ patty- 
cake ” with them. 

The son describes the last reading of 
“Maud” on Aug. 4, 1892. His father, he 
writes, “was sitting in his high-backed 
chair fronting a southern window which 
looks over the groves and yellow cornfields 
of Sussex, toward the long line of South 
Downs that stretches from Artndel to 
Hastings (his high-domed, Rembrandt-like 
head outlined against the sunset clouds 
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(Copyright, 1897, by the Macmillan Company.B

Questions of Control. 

Why do you presume that the De)ses. the 
Sovereigns, the Altgelds, et al. would have 
the control? In advancing this’ argument 
you proclaim that government by the people 
isa failure. You presume that the American 
people will elect a President who would 
select for his Cabinet officers and heats of 
departments men unworthy of confidence. 
If the Debses et al. (assuming with you 
that these are dangerous people) should be 
in control of the railroads under governrnent 
ownership they would also be tn contro! of 
the postoffices, the Treasury, the Interior, 
and all other branches of government. 

This is the argument of the Tories in the 
days of the revolution, of monarchists of the 
days of the French revolution, of the Stuarts 
and Bourbons, and the advocates of the di- 
vine right of Kings. It is not an argument 
that has any force in a republic, and ts cuite 
unworthy so illustrious an American paper 
as THE TRIBUNE. 

It is but fair to presume that in this branch 
of government, as in all others, the men 
best qualified for the particular business 
would be selected therefor. The Secretary 
of Transportation, or whatever hi: title 
might be, would be selected by the Presi- 
dent from that class of men who have had 
wide experience as managers of railways. 
A Tom Scott, or a Jim Fisk, or.a Marvin 
Hughitt would be selected to manage the 
railway branch of the government and would 
he no less worthy, no less competent, and no 
less successful as a manager because he 
1eceived his authority from the governiuient 
at Washington rather than from a Beard 
of Directors in New York. 


No Constitutional Limitations. 

As to the constitutional limitation of the 
various States on State and city indebted- 
ness, I would only say that there is nothing 
sacred about a constitution. It is a*law 
acopted by a majority of the people, and is 
subject to change by the same power which 
made it, and if necessary, in order to carry 
out the wishes of the people, the constitution 
«bould be so changed as to admit of a con- 
tracting of debts in excess of the present 
limits for the purpose of buying street rail- 
Seog water-works, electric light plants, 
etc. 

But in this connection it:should also be 

borne in mind that if the municipal lMaebili- 
ties are greatly increased the assets are in- 
creased to at least--the: same extent and 
the net indebtedness is no greater than be- 
frre the purchase of the property. 
- ln regard.to.the. constitutional right of 
twe national government to own and oper- 
ate railroads, telegraphs, and like business 
enterprises: 

The same arguments Hamilton used in 
behalf of a protective tariff, a government 
benk, and that Washington used in behalf 
of a government canal apply with equal 
turce to the present question. 

lt is the same endless question pro and 
con of centralization of power in the gen- 
©ral government which Hamilton advocated 
and Jefferson,opposed, which created the 
@issensions in Washington’s first Cabinet, 
which adyocated a protective tariff, boun- 
ties, subsidies, and land grants to rail- 
roads; which caused the division between 
North and South, and which is today the 
great question agitating the minds of the 
masses of Americans. The question can- 
not be evaded or cried down by abusing 
Debs or Altgeld or Lucy Parsons. The im- 
mense power wielded in America today by 
the great corporations and trusts is admit- 
ted by every one, is condemned in a per- 
functory manner by all political parties and 
all the politicians, but whenever a remedy 
is suggested the person or party proposing 
the remedy is met with most intense opposi- 
tion, generally coupled with abuse. Gov- 
erament ownership is a remedy believed in 
hy thousands of American people and is at 
least worthy of serious discussion. Let us 
treat the proposition and its advocates with 
respect.

REPLY. 

1. The correspondent assumes that the fed- 
eral government can acquire possession un- 
der the right of eminent domain of the rail- 
roads of this country and then operate them 
on its own account. What authority has he 
for this assumption? 

It is admitted that when the federal gov- 
ernment sees fit to condemn land withina 
State for military purposes, navigation 
works, lighthouses, and postoffices and other 
public buildings it can do so. It was con- 
tended once that this could not be done with- 
out the consent of the State, but the power 
is not disputed now. - 

Nor will it be denied that if the general 
government deemed it necessary to take 
part of the property of a railroad for some 
public use it could condemn what it needed. 
If it seemed expedient to erect a fort for the 
protection of Chicago on land on the lake 
front belonging to the Illinois Central that 
land could be condemned, the only limitation 
on the power to take it being that clause of 


. 


the fifth amendment which declares that. 


‘private property shall not be taken for 
public use without just compensation.’’ 


Cannot Interfere with States. 

But where does the general government 
get its power to condemn a railroad, char- 
tered by Illinois, or any other State, 'n or- 
‘der that it may run that railroad itself? It 
may be said that the constitution empowers 
Congress “ to regulate commerce with for- 
elgn nations and among the several Stites.” 
The power to regulate commerce does not 
carry with it the power to carry on com- 
merce. That would be carrying the doc- 
trine of implied powers rather too far. The 
United States can and does regulate ‘nter- 
state commerce. It does not follow that it 
can acquire by purchase or condemnation 
all the railroads in the eountry-and-take that 
commerce into its own hands out of private 
hands, nor that, to complete the job, it can 
become the owner of all the steamers that 
ply on lakes and rivers. Hamilton wanted 
a United States bank, but he did not wish to 
have the United States monopolize the bank- 
ing business of the country. He wanted a 
protective tariff to build up the industries of 
the United States. He did not wish to see 
the federal government engage in manu- 
facturing. 

The regulation of interstate commerce is 
one of the powers of the general guvern- 
ment. The regulation of those common car- 
riers who do business within a State per- 
tains to the State government. Illnvis de- 
termines now the maximum rate for carry- 
ing coal from Danville to Chicago. Can the

believe that It can do everything. They for- 
get that there is a constitution which 
enumerates all the powers which Congress 
can exercise, and that, in the language of 
John Marshall, “its provisions are neither 
to be restricted into insignificance nor ex- 
tended to objects not comprehended in them 
nor contemplated by its framers.” The 
power to regulate interstate commerce was 
given the federal government because the 
States under the Confederation had been 
discriminating against one another. All 
the means necessary to carry out that power 
are given to Congress. But the seizure of 
the agencies whereby that commerce is car- 
ried on is not a legitimate means of regula- 
tion. Congress is bound by the constitu- 
tion, and any law enacted by it to condemn 
railroads for the purpose of operating them 
would be set aside by the Supreme Court, 
as was the unconstitutional income tax law. 


Flaws in Plan of Purchase. 


2. As the national government cannot 
condemn the railroads the correspondent’s 
plan for paying for them does not decerve 
much notice. But it may be observed that 
if the roads were condemned the government 
could not appraise them to suit itself, but 
would have to pay a fair price forthem. Be 
the “equity” of the stockholders of the 
Pennsylvania Central, the New York Cen- 
tral, the Lake Shore, or the Chicago and 
Alton large or small, the government will 
have to pay what it was found to be worth in 
a judicial proceedng. 

It may be admitted that the value of the 
interest. or equity which the stockholders 
have in the roads is much less than the face 
value of their stock. But the total amount 
of that interest is so great that the corre- 
spondent does not venture to sugges: that 
the federal government acquire possession 
of all the roads at once. He wishes it done 
“ gradually’ with the proceeds of bonds 
based on the railroad property and on “ the 
good faith of seventy-five millions of Amer- 
icans.”” The railroad system of the country 
would be in a curious condition while the 
process of “*‘ gradual absorption’ was go- 
ing on. 

As for the bonds which roads have already 
issued, they would practically cease to be a 
Hien On the property of those roads when 
the government bought them. What is the 
value of a lien which the creditor cannot 
go into court and enforce? If the govern- 
ment were to fail to pay principal or interest 
on bonds it had taken over when it acquired 
the Pennsylvania Central, could the hoiders 
of those bonds foreclose and have the road 
sold out? Certainly not. The only value of 
those bonds would be the government guar- 
antee. They would stand practically on the 
same footing as the outstanding government 
bonds. So the national debt would be in- 
creased by the sum of the present reilroad 
bonds, and the bonds which would have to be 
issued to pay for the equities of the stock- 
holders. The bonded debt would be in- 
creased by at least six billions. 


Operating Expense Would Be Greater. 


But it is contended that the debt will not 
be increased in reality, because the roads 
will earn enough under government manage- 
ment to pay the bonds, principal and inter- 
est. It is asserted that many expenditures 
incident to private management will be cut 
off and the expense of operating the lines 
cut down. The first statement is true; the 
second is not. The greater expenditures in- 
cident to public management would far ex- 
ceed all that could be saved by dismissing 
the lobby agents and the superfiuous ticket 
sellers, and if there were a reduction of ex- 
penses the people would think it dearly 
bought if secured by abandoning “* unprofit- 
able roads’’ and by stopping the construc- 
tion of new lines. But that-would not hap- 
pen. Congressional log-rollers would com- 
bine, knd new roads—mostly not needed— 
would be constructed to please constituents, 
precisely as in Australia, where most of the 
railways are government roads. 

It is odd that the correspondent does not 
count among the economics of federal own- 
ership the ability of the general government 
to refuse to pay for injuries to property or 
person unless it felt.inclined todoso. For 
no matter how badly a man might be hurt by 
a smashup on a national road he could not 
get a cent of damage unless Congress saw fit 
to vote it. It may be, however, that the 
correspondent said nothing on this point be- 
cause he knows that if the government were 
to run the railroads the sums. paid out on 
account of damages to person and property 
would be ten times what they are now. 
There would be many more accidents. Con- 
gress might provide a court to pass on these 
claims. That court would find sqme just 
and some unjust. But the claimants who 
failed in court would threw. themselves on 
the grace of Congress, and after lobbying 


for months would get their claims allowed, 


just as old bogus revolutionary war claims 
and claims for damages done to the property 
of disloyal Southerners during the rebellion 
have been allowed. sees 


Rates Would Not Be Lowered. 

If the genera! government were to run the 
roads and the rates to remain what they 
are money would be lost annuwally and the 
people would have to be taxcd to pay prin- 
cipal and interest. Hence the rates would 
not be lowered. To make the roads pay, 
rates would have to be raised and made 
something like those of the government 
railroads of Europe, where charges for the 
carrying of freight and passengers are far 
higher than they are here. 

It is stated that the postal business Is ccn- 
ducted ‘‘ successfully and economically.” 
The “expenses exceed the receipts by sev- 
eral millions annually, in spite of the fact 
that the government has a monopoly. Does 
that deficit show business ability? The gov- 
ernment is so afraid of competition that it 
pened an offense for private individuals 

o go into the letter-carrying business. 

3. Since there would be no reduction. in 
rates, freight or passenger charges, tho 
laboring-men would not be benefited. If 
the charges were lowered he who does little 
traveling or freighting would have to be 
taxed to make good the deficit due to the 
lower rates enjoyed by those who travel 
much or ship much freight. 


No Advantage to Employes. 

As for the employés of government roads, 
they might enjoy some advantages they do 
not enjoy now. But they would continue to 
contribute to the support of labor organiza- 
tions, as do the printers in the government 
printing office. The different railroad unions 
exist chiefly to raise wages. The unions 


would be utilized for that purpose ff the . 
government were to become the owner of 


theroads. The only djfference would be that 
pressure would be brought to bear on Con- 
gressmen instead of railroad officials. Pow- 
erful labor organizations, numbering over 
a.million men, would offer their votes to 
Congressmen who would ‘, treat them fair- 
ly,”” and would threateh to knife those who 
did not—who would-not vote to raise their 
wages, shorten hours, and increase the num- 
ber of employés. Congressmen who will not 
vote to raise the salaries of a handful of 
unorganized department clerks would raise 
the wages of the organized workers on the 


‘railroad and telegraph lines, even though it 


took all the receipts to pay them.

Government ownership would be a remedy 
worse than the disease. It would be polit- 
ically demoralizing and economically ex- 
pensive. Government ownership has been 
tried on a small seale in this country and 
was a hopeless failure. Illinois went into 
the railroad business sixty years ago. So 
did other States. They were glad to get out 
of it after having shown their unfitness for 
that kind of business. The correspondent 
may believe in government ownership and 
may have a few followers, but he cannot 
get the mass of the people to agree with 
him, for they have too much sense.

Lapels turned away from the front, and 
were of the rich yellow silk velvet, reaching 
half-way down, and continuing round the 
neck at the back to form a coilar slashed 
up at the middlein tfe back. The yellow vel- 
vet was also braided in vines and leaves in 
black. At the neck was a large standing 
collar after the Medicis style, edged with 
the persienne. It was high behind and 
looped away to a point at each side. It was 
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bit of farllness at the shoulder. The belt was 
of black satin with a large silver buckle. 

So many old-fashioned things have been 
revived, and now the old-fashioned blond 
lace is again in vogue. .

Two Well-Trimmed Gowns. 

Two gowns that show a deal of intelligent 
trimming and combination are sketched 
here. The first one is of pinkish faun can- 
vas of a heavy wool, with ribs and lines 
across it. It is trimmed with frills of deep 
old rose taffeta bound with black taffeta, 
has a yoke of white cloth barred off with 
rows of black. velvet ribbon, and collar and 
belt of golden brown velvet set with black 
silk nail heads, while the neck and wrist 
ruches are of deep ecru tulle.

The skirt of the gown was rather scant, 
and had a black round binding about the 
bottom, while three little bias silk frilis 
bound with black taffeta are set about the 
skirt six or eight inches apart.

There were also rich trimmings 
of deep coffee-colored guipure lace, picked 
out with small jet beads, while the stock was 
Of brilliant scarlet velvet, with bows of black 
satin ribbon forming a sort of ruche at the 
back. A large puff or piping of scarlet velvet 
finishd the bottom of the bodice. The two 
dashes of scarlet were beautiful and daring, 
with the plum color and olive green, and none

- The smart little toque is just.a pile of crisp 
green leaves, with silver dust on them, and 
very much curled aud crinkled.

The remaining gown is of white cashmere 
made up with puffed white gauze and trim- 
mings of jeweled lace in various harmonious 
colors.

The skirt has slashes on each hip, with 
a piece of white cloth set in, bordered with 
black brald, and frilled about with green 
silk.

The pointed vest, stock, and fitted ceinture 
are of white, with braiding and silk frills. 

The hat is of white felt, trimmed with a 
huge bow of green velvet and a gray bird, 
with outstretched wings.

DOES WHAT IS - EXPECTED. 


That Is the Way the Servant Girl Solves 
the Labor Problem in 
Germany. 


“(They have solved the servant girl prob- 
lem in Germany,” said a New-Yorrer who 
returned a week ago with his famiiy from 
the continent to wrestle with that same 
problem in a suburban town. “I need not 
go into the detuils of all I saw in German 
family economy during ®y year abroad to 
convince you of this. I would not even try 
to explain the way in which the Germans 
have done it, but I can give an illustration 
or two of the results as I saw them. 

‘* We first went to live in a boarding-house 
in Brunswick. It was a very fashionable 
boarding-house, for Americans only, and the 
prices would bring joy to the heart of even 
a New York City landlady. There were eight 
boarders beside my wife and myself. There 
were the father and mother of the family 
and three grown daughters. We livedina 
villa with a garden attachment and a very 
imposing entrance adorned with metal that 
needed polishing daily. For the work of this 
whole big house and household there was 
just one servant, who received. just five 
marks, or $1.25 a week for her services. She 
not only cooked all the meals, polished all 
the door knobs, made up all the rooms, and 


> washed all the clothes, but she cut the grass 


in the garden, trimmed the _ grapevines, 
scrubbed the fence, and weeded the walks. 
She rose at 4:30 every morning, moreover, 
and blacked all the boots. Her hours of 
labor were from 4:30 a. m. to 10:30 p. m. 
daily, and she had just one day off a month. 

“When we first went to the boarding- 
house I noticed that after each dinner the 
Herr Papa went through a queer perform- 
ance. He would mash down two potatoes 
on a plate, cut two slices of meat and lay 
them on the potato, add a spoonful of each 
vegetable to the heap, and crown the collec- 
tion with a thick, unbuttered chunk of black 
bread. I thought he must have a high-bred 
dog about the place;.for the first week or 
two that was my idea of the purpose for 
which the dish was prépared. Then I learned 
that the hodge-podge was the servant girl’s 
allowance. She was permitted to clear the 
plate, but not a mouthful more was hers 
From what I observed afterward I con- 
cluded that any effort on her part to get 
more would have had dire results.

DRY VEGETABLES LIKE FRUIT. 


New California Industry That Promises 
to Become Important—Descrip- 
tion of “he Process. 


A new and fmportant industry has come 
into existence in Santa Clara County, which 
bids. fair in time te rival the fruit drying. 
This is the preparation of dried vegetables 
for the market, which at present is gen- 
erally confined to the short seasons at the 
driers between the ripening of the different 
fruits. Just lately the vegetables have been 
usurping the place of the apricots, but they 
have now already begun to give way in turn 
to the prunes. 

On approaching a drier it does not take 
one long to decide whether fruit or vege- 
tables are being prepared, for in the latter 


case a pungent odor rushes out to sting: 


one’s eyes and crawl uncomfortably up one’s 
nostrils—for the trail of Gnions is over the 
land. Within a lively scene ts presented. 
Men afe hurrying to and fro bearing trays 
and boxes, while long rows of women and 
children sit busily peeling potatoes and car- 
rots, which, together with the onions, form 
at present the staple product. When boxes 
of potatoes and carrots are filled they are 
poured into a large hopper, and from there 
fed to a machine with rotating knife blades, 
which cuts them up into small slices a quar- 
ter of an inch thick. The further process 
which the potatoes undergo is simple, and 
for carrots and the other minor vegetables 
it is practically the same. 

After being sliced. the tubers are slightly 
sulphured in a chamber built of wood. Here 
great discrimination must be used, for if 
they are sulphured too much the potatoes 
will taste of the fumes; if too little they will 
not contain enough antiseptic property, and 
bacteria attracted by the starch will de- 
velop. Moreover, a little sulphuring is 
necessary to preserve the color of the vege-. 
tables as far as possible and to prevent 
decay. 

After this process the potatoes are not 
spread out in the sun, but put into an evap~ 
orator. The latter looks ljxe a small Ferris 
wheel, and is inclosed in a sort of brick 


oven with glass windows. Within this it } 


revolves close to hot air pipes for a few 
hours. When the nioisture is sufficiently 
evaporated the cars of the wheel are emptied 
through the windows and their contents are 
ready for shipment tn sacks, - 

When this stage is reacted the sliced po- 
tatoes resemble dry chips, and it takes six 
or seven pounds of the fresh to make one 
pound of ‘the dried. i ’ 

By their pungency onions possess the 
power of ward off. ‘bacteria, and are, 
therefore, only slightly sulphured to pre- 
serve their color; They are next evapo- 


} rated until one-third of. the moisture. is ex- 


pelled, and then placed ih trays fn the sun, . 
just as is done with fruit. ' The drying pro- 
cess shrivels the onions so much that ft 
takes twenty parts of the fresh to 
one of the dried. While the onions are be- 
ing cut up the moisture coming from them 
is very disagreeable and hard on the eyes 
of the employés. ; 

When carrots are evaporated it takes 
about nine parts of them to make one dried

AN which she has painstakingly culti- 
vated since June; the few freckles 
across the bridge of her piquant little

Must Be a Daily Proceeding. 

Part of the daily routine of her who seeks 
to banish browned areas from her face is 
the daily bath.

There is no. game bird that filles which is 
the superior of the Bob White quail in the 
sport itoffers. Sportsmen who have had full 
opportunity to enjoy every variety of sport 
Offered by the fields and forests of America 
gay that there is no form of field sport which 
offers the fascination of a day after a brace 
of good dogs in a country where the quail 
are fairly abundant. Bob White in the 
bevy is as wary and suspicious a creature 
as ¢ver deluded the hunter. The bird’s 
wiles serve often to confuse even the best 
of dogs and men. Its flight is that of a 
bullet for speed, and its whirring burst of 
wing is so startling and confusing that even 
the best and steadiest of shots are some- 
times fain to admit that it takes a couple of 
days at the sport before their nerves become 
fully steadied. For the novice the bustling, 
bursting rise of the bevy, scattering the 
brown leaves about them as though a 
feathered bombshell! had exploded, is some- 
thing almost terrifying. He stands silent 

, and unnerved, perhaps forgetting to fire at 
all, perhaps biazing away hastily at the 
ekyful of pinwheel, pyrotechnic brown, out 
of which no feather falls to lessen his won- 
der and surprise. 


Rise in All Directions. | 
When quali roost they do so in a circle, the 
heads pointing out, the better to note the ap- 
proach of danger from any possible direction. 
it is their instinct when first trailed by the 
dogs to adopt something of this same com- 
pact formation, so that in the bevy-rise they 
all go up at once, but in all the different di- 
rections of the compass, thus offering a most 
confusing task for the gunner, who has but

_. ‘The old shooter singles out a certain bird 
- and follows it till hé fires, then shifts to his 
second, if he kilis his first: or, if he misses 
his first bird, he follows his first shot with 
a-rapid second, even more apt to be effective; 
for, although the quail as it flits away seems 
the distance of fire is rarely more 
than fifteen or twenty yards for the first 
Darrel, and the charge will have spread bet- 
ter at twenty-five yafds. The bird must be 
covered smoothly and promptly, but the de- 
livery of fire should, have that quality which 
the shooter calls “* time *"’—not too soon and 
not too late, but just right. good quail 
shot on the average will half or more 
of his birds, taking them in all sorts of 
cover, and in open shooting, as that of stubble 
fields, will drop three-fourths of them. 
Stories are toid of men who never miss a 


a “ i quail, and oneof a shooter who gravely an-. 
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nounced that he had killed 108 quail in 107 
shots, all wing shooting. The explanation 
of such extremely fine shooting is the same 
as that which solves a certain conundrum, 
the answer to which is, ‘‘ The man lied.’’ 

The best quail shots in the world are found 
in the South, where men are born and bred to 
the gun in that well stocked country, where 
the food’ is so abundant and the cover so 
dense that these birds have always existed 
there in great numbers. In the old time it 
was part of the Southern gentleman's edu- 
cation to shoot with the fowling piece, and in 
the pursuit of this bird he has had the great 
advantage of an experience that .began in 
youth. Others shoot quail ardently, hand- 
somely, at times brilliantly, but few men ever 
attain the quiet certainty of one of the old 
time Southern field: shots.. In. the . South 


the sport is usually.pursued om horseback, 
| with servants to carry the gameand ammu- 


nition and to hold the horses. In the North, 
and indeed in any country where small flelds 
and high fences prevail, the quail shooter 
goes on foot. Dogs trained to hunt in front 
of horsemen slow up and cover less ground 
when the shooters dismount and follow on 
foot, but the) latter way of getting to one's 
quail shooting is after all desirable as it gives

Seasons for Quail Shooting.  *
